ae Members and officers of the House were boldly 
ee seized by the city police, assisted by Democratic 
members, and an offort was made to eject them 
from the body to which they had been elected 
by the sovereign people of the State and their 
ehosen representatives. Men who have the good 
mame of their State at heart hang their heads in 
shame to-night as they recall the scenes of a few 
hours ago, and the Labor Party exults over the 
victory it has won by simply waiting and making 
no imperative demands. Men of all parties re- 
joice, openly or secretly, at the smashing of a 
*‘slate” about as distasteful as was ever pre- 
pared by a caucus or at the dictation of a party 
boss. 


Last evening the eight Democratic members 
from Hudson County held a conference at which 
they agreed to secure all the Assembly offices 
they could. This was the beginning of the 
trouble. Mr. Wolverton, of Warren, had been 


led to believe that.Gov. Abbett would give him 
the Speakership. It seemed to be recognized on 
all sides that the pore would do whatever the 
Governor said, so that he is held responsible for 
all that happened to-day. 

Then Mr. Thompson, of Camden. demanded 
the Clerkship on the ground that he had secured 
the election of Turley, of that county, the man 
who was declared elected on a recount by 12 
majority, when the count, on the night of elec- 
tion, showed Hanes, Republican, elected by 35 
majority. The Hudson members were given to 
understand by the Governor’s henchmen that 
Mr. Thompson’s demand could not be refused, 
so Hudson appursed Thompson. The Repub- 
licans think but one construction can be put 
upon this deal, and if the Democrats think they 
can face a contest for Turley’s seat Mr. Thomp- 
son will be closely pressed to tell what he knuws 
about what happened to the ballet’ boxes after 
the election. This action alienated some of the 
best Democrats. 

The two Labor members from Passaic County 
were not consulted about the organization, and 
they held a little caucus.all by themselves at the 
United States Hotel. Some of the Republican 
leaders did confer with them, and finding their 
requests modest and reasonable, took them into 
consideration. 

At 10 o’clock this morning the Democrats, 32 
of them, including Turley, the member fraudu- 
lently counted in from Camden, and Walter, 
eounted out by the Democratic Chief-Justice on 
® recount, met, in the Assembly Chamber and 

4 chose Beckwith, of Atlantic, Chairman. The 
Labor members Were not present. For Speaker, 
Hudspeth, of Hudson, received 16 votes to 10 
for Wolverton. The latter then asked to have the 
Clerk chosen from his Congressional district, but 
Thompson, of Camden, was selected. Then he 
asked for the Assistant Clerkship, but this, also, 
Was refused him, and Connelly, of Hudson, was 
chosen. About this time Mr. Wolverton began 
to perceive Gov. Abbett’s fine hand and to recol- 
lect a let of broken promises; so he concluded 
he was of no use in that caucus and retired.

Simple love of fighting cannot induce us to 
pick a quarrel with a neighbor who does 
not attack us.. Such a barbarous instinct is 
foreizn to Germany. I do not believe 
Russia will attack us, nor that she is seeking 
alliances in order to assail us in unison with 
others. Nor dol believe that she would take 
rdvantage of difficulties which might assail us 
from another quarter in order to attack us with 
greater facility. The Czar has always had the 
eourage of his opinions, and if he intended to 
enter into unfriendly relations with Germany 
he would first say so and make the matter 
clearly understood. Every one who has had the 
honor to approach him at all nearly can trust 
him todo this. * * * 

“The question how we shall stand with France 
in future is for me a less certain one. I have no 
need to refer to all the European powers. I 
make no reference to England or Italy, because 
there is absolutely no reason why we should not 
have for both, and they for us, the greatest good- 
will. Our relations with both are such thatI 
shall not touch upon them. In connection with 
the gnestion of the increase of our army they 
are in every respect friendly.”

STARTING A BOYCOTT. 


THE OLD DOMINION COMPANY’S LONG- 
SHOREMEN ADOPT NEW PLANS. 

The strike for higher wages and against 
payment by the week instead of by the hour, 
which the longshoremen on the Old Dominion 
dock began on Jan. 3, now threatens to take the 
form of a boycott, 

A few days after the strike began the Euro- 
pean steamship companies were requested by 
their stevedores to refuse freight sent here on 
boats of the Old Dominion Line, Representa- 
tives of the lines held meetings to discuss the 
matter, and it was generally understood that the 
freight contracts with the Old Dominion Line 
would be carried out. 

Several of the lines, however, are now said to 
have refused to accept Old Dominion freight. 
President N. L. McCready, of the Old Dominion 
Line, said last evening Fiat the Hull Line, of 
which Sanderson & 8on, of No. 89 South William- 
street, are the agents, refused to receive some 
2,000 tierces of lard and 1,000 bales of cotton 
offered them, and which, undcr its contract, it 
was obliged to accept. The Quebec and 
Guif Line, of which A. E. Outerbridge is 
manager, and the Red Star Steamship Line had 
also refused to receive a Representatives 
of the Hull Line said that their action was taken 
because their men threatened to strike if 
they were ordered to handle Old Dominion 
freight. Mr. McCready says that he will 
hol these companies to their contracts 
and hold them responsible for any losses, 
detentions of lighters and cargoes, or other 
hindrances brought about by their action. He 
has also communicated with the other European 
lines, asking’*them whether they propose to carry 
out their contracts. He looks for answers to- 
day. He expects to learn this morning whether 
the National Line intends to delay any longer 
the shipment of a quantity of Old Dominion 
freight which has been sent to its dock. 

Several of the railway lines connecting with 
the Old Dominion Company seem inclined to 
stand by it, and have warned the steamship com- 
panies that they will hold them responsible for 
any delays. The Southern agents of the line 
oo to send onto Boston, for shipment to 

urope, a quantity of freight, and yesterday tele- 
graphed for advice. President McCready told them 
to send on the freight and he would see if he 
eould not oblige the European companies to live 
up to their contracts. If he fails, large quanti- 
ties of freight intended to go by way of New- 
York will be shipped by other B apy and the 
companies, as well as this port, will be the losers, 
He said that some of the European companies 
were doing handsomely. The North German 
Lioyd agents had said, ‘Send on allyour freicht: 
we'll take it promptly.” 

The Old Dominion Line claims to have pletty 
of men to handle its freight,:and its agents say 
they are suffering no delays. Itis a fight, they 
Bay, not between the Old Dominion Com- 
pany and its employes, but between the 
ocean steamship companies and their men. 
The strikers and their backers are trying 
to induce merchants enerally to avol 
dealings with the Ol Dominion Line. 
They have strong hopes of victory. One of 
them said last evening, “We a using ever 
legitimate effort to make the company yield. If 
we can get the European companies to refuse 
Old Dominion freight we W 3:.carry our point. 
We are supported by all the .abor organizations 
and they have offered usfunds Tne new hands 
on the Old Dominion dock can’t do the work

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THE GREATCANAL PROJECT 


NICARAGUA TO BE ASKED FOR 
CONCESSIONS. 
THE SENATE ASKS THE PRESIDENT TO | 
ENTER UPON NEGOTIATIONS—MAK- 
ING A NEW CABINET OFFICE. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Senators are very 
reticent to-night about what took place in the 
Senate to-day after the public had been driven 
eut of the galleries and all the doors locked and 
barred. But they have not. been able entirely to 
suppress the fact that they considered and 
settled a matter of a govd deal of im- 
portance. About the time that the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations reported in 
open session the bili to incorporate the 
Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua it was 


' also reported in secret session, together with a 


resolution calling upon the President of the 
United States to enter into negotiations with the 
Government of Nicaragua with a view to obtain- 
ing concessions from and entering into a con- 
vention with that republic for the construction 


of a ship ocanal through Nicaraguan territory 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, the canal of 
course to be built either by the United States or | 
by American citizens under the authority and 
protection of the Government. At the request | 
of the committee the resolution was laid upon the 
table. At to-day’s secret session the resolution 
was taken from the table, and Mr. Edmunds | 
asked the Senate to adopt it. The Vermont Sen- 
ator took the lead in the long discuasion which | 
followed his motion, and itis understood that | 
his arguments in favor of a Government canal 
over the Nicaraguan route were ably supple- 
mented by Mr, Frye, Mr. Evarts, and other wem- 
bers ot the Foreign Relations Committee. Mr. 
Morgan is said to have led the opposition, helped 
by Mr. Saulsbury and others, The debate took 
a wider range during the hour and a half the 
resolution was pending, and a good deal wassaid 
about the Monroe doctrine, the advisability 
or otherwise of this Government meddling 
with canals or other projects in foreign coun- 
tries, the practicability of the various routes 
proposed for canals above and below the Isth- 
mus of Panama, and other connected subjects. 
Mr. Edmunds talked about the danger that in 
her anxiety to have the canal built Nicaragua 
would enter into agreements with Governments 
whose interests, both commercial and political, 
were not in harmony with those of the coun- 
try, and he pointed out some of this compli- 
cations whic might follow such action and 
involve the United States in serious difficulties. 
Attention was called by some of the Senators to 
the bill, now on the calendar, incorporating 
private citizens into. a company to build the 
Nicaragua Canal, and it was suggested that the 
resolution looked like a scheme on the part of 
the promoters of that measure to draw the Gov- 
ernment into the project and unload upon it 
any obligations of a financial character which 
might be found burdensome. Something was 
said also about the subject of an American pro- 
tectorate over the proposed canal, which might 
be extended over other portionsof Nicaragua 
and her sister republics, until Euro- 
ean Governments felt called upon to 
nterfere, with the result of trouble all around, 
The Senate, however, was with Messrs. Edmunds 
and Frye, and when the vote was finally taken 
the resolution was adopted by a majority of 
nearly if not quite two-thirds of the Senators, 
As soon as this had been done Mr. Edmunds 
moved to proceed the consideration of the 
moditied extradition treaty with Great Britain. 
But the long debate on the Nicaraguan resolu- 
tion had tired the Senators, and an adjournment 
was taken, leaving Mr. Edmunds’s motion pend- 
ing till the next star chamber sitting. 


The Engineer Corps of the navy has received 
another snub from the Navy Department. After 
the last failure of the Atlanta it was thought ad- 


visable to select Chief Engineer Melville to su- 
perintend the preparations for another trial 
and to take charge of the trip which was to fol- 
low their completion. Melville was regarded as 
@ man who would stop at nothing to make the 
Vessel come up to the requirements. The Engi- 
neer Bureau felt that its honor was in a measure 
at stake in the matter and was determined that 
the Atlanta’s machinery should be up to 
the standard. Everything was working 
smoothly under Melville’s management, and 
with certain additions to the machinery the 
engineers were sure of final success. This after- 
noon, without the knowledge of the Chief of 
Engineers, Secretary Whitney detached Melville 
from the Atlanta and ordered him to duty at 
Cramp & Sons’ shipyard in connection with the 
construction of the machinery of the vessels to be 
built by that firm. The engineer officers are much 
disturbed by the order, which they claim shows 
an intention on the part of the department to 
prevent their achieving success in any undertak- 
ng, in order to demonstrate that the corps needs 
a head from outside its own personnel. The en- 
gineers regard the passage of the reorganization 
bill as @ certainty, and are therefore preparing 
to submit their heads to what they consider a 
galling yoke on the Ist of July.

By an overwhelming “majority the House to- 
day passed the bill creating the Department of 
Agriculture and Labor, with a Cabinet officer at 


its head. The opposition vote was only a frac- 
tion of the entire number of members voting, 
yet one of the members who voted in the affirm- 
ative and who said a moment after that he 
loathed himself for voting as he did, declared it 
as his belief that most of the members who voted 
in the affirmative felt just as he did, that the bill 
was foolish, unnecessary, and extravagant, and 
that it was the product of organized clamor. 
The Department of Agriculture does little now 
to commend it to support, and itis felt by sensi- 
ble men that the elevation of its head to a Cabi- 
net office can in no wise increase its usefulness.

The petition of Stephen A. Hackworth, a real

Every 
effort,” the petition continues, ‘made to obtain 
redress for wrongs and security for life and 
property has been prevented by the wanton and 
cruel murder of important witnesses, and by the 
further fact that a body of State troops, ostensi- 
bly ordered to the county to preserve law and 
order, in fact acted in open concert with the 
lawless men who had committed the election 
outrages.”

ORGANIZING THE NEW COMMITTEE AND 
TRYING TO SETTLE QUARRELS. 

The “practical politicians’ who since 
Boss Power’s influence in the County Democracy 
organization has increased are substantially in 
control crowded into Room No. 24, in the Coop- 
er Union, last evening, to attend the first meet- 
ing of the County Committee for 1887. Besides 
the Boss himself, who was in his most Mephisto- 
phelian mood, there were such conspicuous local 
political weights as Congressman-elect Amos J. 
Cummings, Senator Michael C. Murphy, Arthur 
Berry, Mayor Hewitt's chief clerk; L. G. O’Brien, 


Col. Patrick MeCabe, Col. Edward Gilon, Assem- 
blymen Finn and Martin, Henry W. Unger, 
Major James Haggerty, Police Commissioner 
John R. Voorhis, R. A. Cunningham, ex-Alder- 
man Patrick H. Kerwin, Oharles J. McGee, 
William P. Mitchell, Police Justices Ford, O’ Reil- 
ly and Kilbreth, Thomas Costigan, ex-Fire Com- 
missioner Vincent C. King, A. L. Jacobs, and 
Col. John O’Byrne. 

As Secretary of the County Committee of last 
year, Mr. McGee called the new committee to 
order, and, on motion of Mr. Power, Police Com- 
missioner Voorhis was selected as temporary 
Chairman. Mr. Voorhis returned his thanks for 
the compliment, and Mr. McGee and John M. 
Coman were made temporary Secretaries. When 
Warden Walsh banded in the credentials of the 
delegates from the Second Assembly District he 
was bs pd ond applauded, and courteously 
bowed his acknowledgments. Secretary Coman 
then read the names of the delegates trom 
the yarious Assembly districts. The name 
of Mayor Hewitt was read out as a delegate from 
the Third Assembly District. Despite the assur- 
ances of the boss and his followers that there 
were none of the ‘‘ boodle” Aldermen in the or- 
ganization, the name of Thomas Cleary was read 
out as one of the delegates from the First Assem- 
bly District. In place of John O'Neil, whose 
trial for bribery has been set down for Monday 
next, as a delegate for the Third Assembly Dis- 
trict, a ‘‘dummy” delegate was returned to kee 
company with Mayor Hewitt and Henry R. 
Beekman. The name of James McCartney, the 
leader of the minority faction in the Eighteenth 
Assembly District, was greeted with applause 
by a claque of “ heelers” stationed in one corner 
of the hall. McCartney, though unpopular, has 
the support of Boss Power. 

After the calling of the roll Mr. Voorhis an- 
nounced that there were cofffesting delegations 
from the Eighth, Thirteenth, Eighteenth, and 
Nineteenth Assembly Districts, and, on motion 
of Judge O'Reilly, a Committee on Credentials 
was appointed consisting of one man from each 
Assembly district below the Harlem River, one 
from the Twenty-third Ward, and one from the 
Twenty-fourth Ward. An attempt was made to 
have the committeemen from the districts 
whence there were contesting delegations re- 
frain from voting on their own cases. Col. 
O’Byrne, of the McCartney faction in the Eight- 
eenth District, opposed the suggestion. Mr. 
Voorhis was much fairer than the sitting dele- 
gates, and permitted the meeting to settle the 
question. The meeting finally referred the mat- 
ter to the Credentials Committee. In order to 
permit this committee to settle the contests re- 
ferred to 1t the County Committee adjourned 
until Jan. 21. 

The Committee on Credentials met, after the 
adjournment of the County Committee, in room 
No. 13 of the Cooper Union. The contest in the 
Eighteenth Assembly District was first con- 
sidered. Mayors’ Marshal Byrnes, for the 
anti-McCartney faction, said that as only five 
tickets had been sent to his side of the house 
he did not have his orators present. He might 
have to call over 100 witnesses. 

“Then you may take up the better part of a 
month,” remarked Boss Power, who had been 
elected Chairman of the committee. It was 
tinally resolved to hear preliminary statements 
from the leaders of the factions, and then fix a 
night for the hearing of testimony.

COAL AT VERY HIGH PRICES 


THE PROBABLE EFHEOT OF 
AN EXIENDED STRIKE. 
CONSUMERS WILLING TO PAY ANY PRICE 
—NO DETERMINED EFFORTS YESTER- 

DAY TO MAKE A SETTLEMENT. 

The effect of the coal handlers’ strike at 
this port extends far beyond the limits of New- 
York. The supply of coal at Boston is said to be 
even shorter than it is here, yet Senator Murtha, 
of Brooklyn, whose business is that of a coal 
dealer, prophesied yesterday that if the strike 
lasted beyond the present week 2,000,000 
of people within a radius of 10 miles 
of the City Hall would be ‘without sufficient 
coal for ordinary purposes. Ifthe strike lasted 


much longer the mills and mannufactories at | 
Fall River, Taunton, and other Eastern cities, as | 


wellas many interests in this city, would be com- 
pelled to suspend. The strike of 2,000 men in 
such a case would swell to immense proportions 
the army of unemployed, and cause a loss in 
wages alone of perhaps $800,000 a day. 

Neither the strikers nor the coal companies 
have taken any recent steps with a view to 
The men believe in a 


policy of inactivity so long as their opponents do 
not attempt to fill their places. None of the 
to do this, for the 
action of the Delaware and Hudson Canal Com- 
pany cannot be go classed. The men who are 
at work on the company’s docks are not em- 
ployed on general work, but for the sole pur- 
pose of filling two contracts from which 


the company cannot well recede. There was | 


a rumor afloat yesterday that the Reading 
Company intended to make a tight, but the eom- 
pany has made no move in that direction, unless 
the removal of the ice from its dock at Port 
Johnson can be so designated. Why this should 
have, been done unless the company intends to 
move coal is not apparent, for the lee was not 
damaging the dock and the cost of removing it 
with tugs was $10 an hour for each tug. Its own 
tug was not used in the work. At the company’s 
ottice it was said that no men had been employed 
to take the places of the strikers, nor would such 
a move be made, for some time at least. 

Not a few consumers seem to believe that 
the companies are rather enjoying the situa- 
tion. The companies naturally scout such an 
idea and point to the fact that they are losing 
money daily, to say nothing of the inconven- 
ience of blocked tracks and the trouble they 
entail. One company official hinted that he 
would not be surprised if the strike extended 
to the mines, There does not seem to be very 
strong ground for sucha fear. If the tracks of 
the coal roads become blocked there will be no 
ears to load, and as a natural consequence 
mining may as well be suspended, or at the most 
continued for a fraction of full time. It does not 
take much time to fill an average breaker, and,” 
the breakers once filled, mining will of necessity 
be discontinued. 

Some coal is reaching the city, but in small 
quantities and at great cost and inconvenience 
to consumers. A great many carts are needed 
to supply the city of New-York, and the supply 
of both carts and coal would soon be too emai if 
the strike became much older. The Lehigh 
Valley Company, which is under contract to 
supply the elevated roads, is bringing coal to 
New-York by way of Albany. The loss per ton 
to the company on account of the long haul can- 
not be very small. The soft coal region is ben- 
etiting by the strike, and a large fleet of boats is 
CpETyINg bituminous coal from Maryland to this 
city. 

Wholesale prices, according to the companies, 
have not been increased. The companies are 
unable to furnish coal in wholesale quantities. 
Retailers generally are willing to admit that 
prices havé risen considerably, but none of them 
say exactly how much. The present prices of 
coal can only be obtained from the consumer. A 
manufacturer who always buys pea coal when 
he can get it is now compelled to accept nut coal 
in driblets. He cannot conduct his business 
with less than three tonsa day, and his hair is 
gradually turning gray from his efforts to keep 
his fires alight. Yesterday he paid $7 per ton for 
nut coal, and looks upon the selleras a good 
angel. Had the same man asked him more than 

33 75 per ton two weeks ago he would have been 
denounced as anextortioner. A coal dealer who 
hasalistof customers who generally order in 
lots of from five to fifty tons has made an iron- 
clad rule that none can get more than a ton 
until the strike closes. He wants to help them 
all, but refuses to sacrifice three-quarters in or- 
der to fully accommodate the other quarter. 

One of the largest coal dealers in the city has 
just returned from a Canadian trip. He thought 
arun to Montreal would enable him to outlive 
the strike, but he found it quite healthy on his 
return. Hehas 1,200 tons in his yard. Ordi- 
narily he would dispose of that amount in two 
days. ‘There is no arbitrary price for coal just 
now. Sellers can obtain any figure they ask if 
they can only furnish the required amount, This 
in spite of the temptation of an immense profit 
they refuse to do, believing there is a hereafter 
in which those customers who have not been 
protected would take a very active part against 
them. In 1873 coal sold here for $10 aton, It 
is liable to reach those figures before Sunday, 
unless something drops in the meantime. 

The strike will probably be settled by a com- 
promise. This has not been discussed by the 
companies as a body, because they have not 
met in consultation since the strike began. 
They are apparently determined not to grant 
the demands of the men—an_ increase 
per hourfrom 19 and 20 to 25 cents—on the 
ground that there 1s no reason to suppose the 
men might not make other demands and thereby 
renew the trouble. They could, it is thought, be 
brought to listen toa proposition which involved 
an increasté of wages on their side and a decrease 
in demand on the part of the men. 

Comparatively little growling has been done 
yet by consumers because the supply on hand 
has not been entirely exhausted. When that 
point bas been reached both the strikers and the 
companies will soon discover that a policy of 
masterly inactivity may suit them, but is death 
to their customers, and the latter are not the 
sort to die without kicking. The poor man who 
buys his coal by the bushel now pays 30 cents 
forit. Ten days ago the same measure cost him 
a quarter of a dollar. 

he coal docks along the Jersey shore were as 
deserted yesterday as they have been for the 
past 10 days, but crowds of idle strikers lounged 
around the streets in theiryicinity. There seems 
to be little probability of an early adjustment. 
Both sides are awaiting developments. Up to 
last evening no attempt had been made, except 
at Weehawken, to fill the places of the strikers. 
The latter say they will meet no attempt in that 
direction with force, but that they expect the 
Knights of Labor to extend the strikes in other 
directions. They think the transportation hands 
will be laid off and, if necessary, the strike ex- 
tended even into the mines, Acoalfamine might 
be the result, but that, they say, is one of the 
possible agencies throu h which t ey expect to 
achieve the ends for which they are working. 

The officials at the Weehawken docks say that 
there ig no danger of a famine because the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading Company is supplying 
New-York and Brooklyn by both ships and ¢ars. 

The strikers at Bayonne held a meeting at 
Chelsea Hall yesterday, and decided to prevent 
the handling of coal in New-York and Brooklyn. 
Dispatches from Carmel, Belmore, Morris Ridge, 
Logan, and Centralia, announced the suspension 
of workin the mines there, and that in conse- 
quence of the strikes here 2,000 miners are idle. 

Work was suspended last night in the exten- 
sive sugar refineries of Havemeyer & Elder, on 
Kent-avenue, Brooklyn, Eastern District, on ac- 
count of the scarcity of coal. The refinery con- 
sumes 300 tons of coal daily, and the present 
supply is something less than 500 tons. All day 
yesterday the company was trying to secure 
enough fuel to allow it to continue opera- 
tions,gbutjwithout success. James Bendernagel, 
general manager of the accountant department, 
said yesterday that it would be impossible to say 
how long the refinery would have to be closed 
until the company can secure coal, A thousand 
men will thus be thrown out of employment. 
Much anxiety is felt among the proprietors of 
the smaller factories in Brooklyn as to the re- 
sult of the strike. They have likewise experi- 
enced much difliculty in getting coal, and many 
of them will soon have to stop work. The price 
of stove coal in Brooklyn rose yesterday from 
$6 to $7 a ton, and several small dealers asked 
and obtained $7 50 a ton. 

Mount CARMEL, Penn., Jan. 11.—The 
strike of the coal handlers at shipping points re- 
sulted to-day in a suspension of operations at 
the Bellmore, Morris Ridge, Logan, Centralia, 
and all other collieries in the district dependent 
solely upon the Lehigh Valley Railroad for cars. 
Two thousand men are thrown out of employ- 
ment.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


PROPERTY TO A LARGE AMOUNT DE- 
STROYED IN VARIOUS PLACES.

The wallsof 
the hotel in falling demolished the upper stories of 
Otherson’s Block and destroyed a small dwelling 
house.

The 
Western Union Telegraph office occupied quar- 
ters on the first floor of the Jones Block, and it 
was completely gutted. Telegraphic communica- 
tion was interrupted during the morning. 


A. I. Beal’s shoe factory, at Brockton, 
Mass., was burned Pagan morning. The loss 
is heavy. The building was 146 by 32 feet, three 
stories high, of wood, with the engine and boiler 
room outside. All will bea total loss. A large 
stock had just been laid in, and 200 hands were 
employed. Two hundred cases of goods were 
ready for shipment, and from 300 to 500 were in 
process of manufacture. A barn was also con- 
sumed. The loss is between $50,000 and $60,000 
on the building, $10,000 on machinery, $10,000 
on fixtures, $35,000 on stock, and $2,500 on 
stable. The insurance aggregates $65,000.

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A LYING TONGUE IN 


AND “BIG” FINLEY THERE 


WAGGING IT. 

HOW A SELF-IMPORTANT AMERICAN 
FRAUD AND BORE HAS IMPOSED 
UPON THE BRITISH METROPOLIS. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—‘‘ Big Finley,” or 
“Colonel” Finley, a person who has been phys- 
ically conspicuous in Washington for many years, 
and who has figured more or le&s publicly and 
discreditably at home, has transferred his prom- 
inent physique to England, and is now devoting 
himself, with not a little success, to the con- 
genial task of lying about and discrediting some 
of the public men of his own country while heis 
making it necessary that his odious deeds and 
reputation shall be made the subject of a plain 
and unvarnished paragraph. H. H. Finley, 
called “ Colonel,” as many other unmartial per- 
sons are in this latitude, paraded in the cam- 
paign of 1876 as an important agent of Mr. Til- 
den, and tried to impress people with the idea 
that he had been found immensely useful in Min- 
nesota in procuring delegates from that State to 
help nominate Mr. Tilden for President. Later 
on he became the object of attention from Mr. 
Springer, who fixed upon him as theauthor of an 
anonymous letter affecting the Washburn Sen- 
atorial contest. After the election of Mr. Cleve- 
land he appeared here for a time as a persistent 
office seeker in several departments. Big, bold 
in address, glib in conversations, but a bore 
withal, he knew everybody, spoke to all men 
whom he knew by sight, boasted of his famil- 
iarity with leading officers, and growled about 
the Administration just as all disappointed Dem- 
In the Washington 
Directory for 1886 his name appears as the 
manager of the Anglo-American Insurance Com- 
pany, having an office on F-street. The Direct- 
ory for 1887 does not contain hisname. His 
grand figure has disappeared from Pennsylvanta- 
avenue. His prominent presence has been 
missed from the corridors of the Capitol and 
from the halls of the hotels, 

And now comes the news from London that he 
has appeared in that city, and that he is making 
free with tall stories about his reasons for being 
there. He hails from Washington, and has gone 
on making a record in the belief, apparently, 
that his boasts are unquestioned, and that they 
are not likely to be challenged. There can be no 
mistake about the identity of “Big” Finley with 
the man of whom a gentleman in London 
writes. He describes him as being about 6 
feet 3 inches in height, of light complexion, 
ruddy face, wearing a mustache and chin 
whisker. He has represented himself as hold- 
ing different confidential positions under the 
United States Government. Some of these rep- 
resentations have been made publicly, and others 
have been communicated in discreet confidence. 
To one gentleman he has asserted that he was 
Mr, Tilden’s confidential agent, and that to him 
was confided the care and disbursement of the 
campaign fund expended for Mr. Tilden in 
1876. Then, for the purpose, apparently, of 
creating astrong impression of his greatness at 
home, he has represented that heis in London 
on a special and private mission for Mr. Bayard, 
for whom he has a high regard. This ** special 
and private mission” is one of inspection of the 
differené consulates and the legation, andit is 
made particularly to enable the State Depart- 
ment, upon his report, to decide who should be 
retained and who put out. 

But this is not all the story of “Col.” Finley’s 
performances in the British metropolis. He tells 
people, in his large and impressive way, that he 
is @ warm personal friend of President Cleve- 
land, and that the President often calls him in 
for advice as to the preper course fo be pursned 
in disposing of knotty questions of government, 
Forgetting the failures that made him a growler 
and a grumbler here, he tells how Mr. Cleveland 
offered to make him Governor of Alaska or Wyo- 
ming, but that he could not be persuaded 
to aecept either exalted position. Further 
than that, he gives a touching account of how 
Mr. Cleveland expressed his contrition for not 
having made “ Col,” Finley the Solicitor for the 
Department of the Interior. In order to add 
weight tothe report that Mr. Bayard had re- 
posed confidence in his wisdom and discretion, 
he says that the President had told him to go 
over to Europe and look around, and if he 
thought that he would like to accept the posi- 


tion of Consul-General to Paris he could con- 
sider the placé as his. 

But it does not gratify “Colonel” Finley’s ideas 
of what an American should be in England to 
represent himself as indispensable to one de- 

artment of the Government or as being acored- 
ted by but one department, He seems to have 
inspired men of business with a degree of con- 
fidence in him that has allowed them to listen 
and believe when he told bankers and financiers 
that Secretary Manning sent him to London “ to 
i the feeling of the financiers in the great 

rencial centre of the world in re- 
gard to the silver qeeenes,” In_ihis 
attempt to give the impression he has 
succeeded amazingly well, and certainly to 
an extent that would lead Americans to con- 
clude that itis easier fora garrulous blowhard 
to get along in Leadon than it is in New-York 
among the keen business men. He has become 
acquainted with many very good people, re- 
ceived invitations to many excellent dinners, 
and at table has rattled along in conversation 
with never a good word for anybody except the 
late Mr. Tilden. The President, notwitbstand- 
ing the fact that he had told “ Big” Fpey 
to take the refusal of the Paris ‘on- 
sui Cengenleuips is spoken of as pig-headed. Sec- 
retary Bay » who has imposed upon him, ac- 
eording to his own story, a delicate and im- 
portant mission of inspection, is altogether too 
slow, Secretary Manning, who has, as the col- 
ossal Finley represents, also conferred duties 
upon him, is described as ‘‘ an accident.” Minis- 
ter Phelps, he is bound to say, although heisa 
cousin of the ** Colonel's” mother, is a SO6. Con- 
sul-General Waller, he represents, is indebted to 
him for having been nominated and elected Gov- 
ernor of Connecticut, and yet he is repeating, 
with more or less inaceuracy, the familiar story 
of Gov. Waller’s obscure origin and distressing 
early life, a story very familiar to everybody who 
has read anything about the genial Consul-Gen- 
eral at London. 

“ Big” Finley’s yarns are told in a way that 
is intended to be impressive, and to re who 
do not imagine how great a fraud he is they 
have been received as semi-official. One of his 
new-found friends, who was a warm friend of 
Cardinal Manning, secured for him the favor of 
an interview with the Cardinal. Again he 
paraded as the confidential friend of Mr. Tilden, 
the President, Secretary Bayard, and Secretary 
Manning, and after he had seen the Cardinal he 
told everybody he met that he had been 
sent tor by the Cardinal in order to give 
his advice age oy | educational affairs in the 
United States. The Cardinal was represented as 
having asked Finley to pledge him his support, 
in the next election, in attempting to secure 
men for office who will give the Catholics their 
pro rata of the amet und, A second visit to 
the Cardinal resulted, in some way, in the con- 
version of Finley into an abusive enemy of the 
Cardinal, for he telis that having been invited to 
lunch the Cardinal tried to make a Catholic of 
him, for which he curses him up and down. Lay- 
ish in promises, he he had assured the gentleman 
who introduced him to the Cardinal that he 
should be appointed a Consul in some place in 
Italy that he might prefer. 

One incident of his life in London is asserted to 
be as true asitis base im character. Being in- 


‘-vited to pant Sl we a friend, and being given a room 


in his friend’s house, cugoue to his library, he 
inspected all the private letters of his host, read 
his letter books, got the names of individuals 
with whom the friena had confidential relations, 
and then visited those individuals to say that he 
was the friend’s confidential attorney. The re- 
sult was that he nearly ruined his host’s busi- 
ness, and yet regret is expressed that the law is 
so strict in England that a person would hang 
for killing sucha man. Amoug the other claims 
put forth by ‘ Colonel” Finley is one that he 
s the special attorney of the Alaska Fur Com- 
pany, and that he is paid $10,000 a year for his 
services to that corporation. 

At the White House, when this story was told, 
Col. Lamont said that it was all, so far as !t rep- 
resented the President to be familiarly ac- 
quainted with “Colonel” Finley, or that he had 
authorized him to undertake any mission for the 
Government, a fabrication. He went to Albany 
soon after Cleveland’s election, and when he 
was introduced to Mr, Cleveland as_ an office 
seeker, it was only after Col. Lamont had given 
the President-elect the idea that he was a pre- 
tender and an empty-headed political advent- 
urer. He made repeated visits to the White 
House in the hope of getting a place, but there 
was never any idea of sppointing hin and there 
have poem no regrets because he was not ap- 
pointed. 

Secretary of State Bayard said that he had no 
distinct recollection of the man and could not 
have told his name. There was a man of phys- 
ical prominence answering the deseription 
given of Finley who used to speak to him on thé 
aventie as he walked to and from the Senate, But 
he remembered him only in consequence of his 
large proportions and his easy way of claiming 
an acquaintance with everybody. He certainly 
was not intrusted with any private or special 
mission or any other mission for the Department 
of State. Mr. Bayard said that while he had 
sent abroad proper persons to inquire about the 
silver question, he had now no agents abroad on 
that subject. He would say, moreover, that no 
other agents than those of the State Department 
were authorized te make official inquiries on

IN GEN. NEWTON’S DEPARTMENT. 

In a report to Mayor Hewitt of the work 
of the Department of Public Works during 1886 
Gen. Newton says that during the year 5,270,- 
000,000 gallons of water were drawn from the 
storage reservoirs and lakes in the Croton Basin 
for the water supply through the Croton Aque- 
duct, and 2,670,000,000 gallons from the Bronx 
River reservoirs for the supply through the 
Bronx River conduit. Twenty-four and one- 


half miles of water pipes were laid. There are 
now 604 miles of water mains, with 6,284 stop- 
cocks and 7,838 fire hydrants. There were 902 
water meters placed during the year, making 
14,582 meters in use at the close of the year. 

There were 130,825 square yards of new pave- 
ments laid in eapering streets, and 22,486 square 
yards of paveménts were laid in new streets in 
the upper part of the city. ‘There are now 364}, 
miles of paved streets in the city south of the 
Harlem River. Over 3% miles of sewers and 42 
receiving basins were built. There are now 
414 1-10 miles of sewers in the city south of 
Harlem River. Thirty-six and sixty-five-one- 
hundredth miles of gas mains were laid, making 
a total of 92732 miles of gas mains now under 
the streets of the city. The total length of 
streets lighted by public ane is 464 miles. 
There are 24,194 gas lamps, 711 electric lights, 
and 120 naphtha lamps now in usein thestreets, 
pom. places, bridges, and docks of the city.

Owners and captains of canalboats and 
others connected with the boating business met 
yesterday at No. 11 South-street, and heard the 
report of the committes sent by them to demand 
of the elevator people a reduction of one-quarter 
of a cent in rates.

AN ATTEMPT TO PROVE THE OLD MAN 
. A LUNATIC, 

In the Paine will case yesterday counsel 
for the Administratorsmade a new departure by 
introducing expert medical testimony tu prove 


that Paine had been mentally incapable for 
some time before his death. 

Dr. Albert 8. Ashmead, a physician of eizht- 
een years’ standing, now of New-York, who 
had studied insanity under Dr. Isaac Ray, 
tes- 
titled that he had lived in the house where 
Paine lodged, at No. 177 Bileecker-street, 
from May, 1883, to November, 1884. During 
that time he saw Paine almost daily, and became 
acquainted with his medical history, having fre- 
quently prescribed for him. Paine had incom- 


lete peri of both limbs, due, the doctor 
udged, to scleresis of the spinal cord. Paiue’s 
condition was that of senile imbecility or ge- 
cay. He was of unsdund mind, revealed in his 
filthy habits Apel of moral fesling, loss of mem- 
ory, poor abili y to judge of the relative value 
of things, and lack of interest in events of im- 
portance to himeelf. There were physical proofs 
—_ 3 his suffering from the complaint men- 
oned. 

The —— described an occasion when Paine 
was found sitting — his mattress, which had 
caught fire, and trying to push the flames back 
with his fingers. hen discovered he did not 
seem to have any appreciation of his danger. 
Once when the question of money came up, 
Paine declared that he had only $375 a year to 
live on. He had developed a mania for stealing 
small things and would bring home bundles of 
newspapers, napkins, and other trifling articles. 
He once carried to his room a crate of rotten 
tomatoes and he cried bitterly when his landlady 
removed them. About six months after the doc- 
tor left the Bleecker-street house he met Paine 
on the street. Witness spoke to him, but Paine 
failed to remember him. 

In cross-examination Dr. Ashmead said that 
Paine never made errors of language in conver- 
sation. He spoke “clearly, sharply, crisply, 
precisely, and piercingly.” This did not indicate 
Inental clearness or power, but to the physician’s 
mind showed that the paralysis from which 
Paine suffered was not of the descending kind. 
His appearance was generally that of senile de- 
cay With shrinkage of the brain tissues, :

He also told of a mu- 
sical fund concert at Steinway Hall which Paine 
attended, and where he caused much merriment 
among the ladies when he took charge of a 
pyramid of sandwiches, and demolished it with- 
out any outside help. This witness said that he 
had once heard Wardwell try to borrow $5 from 
Paine, and complain of his miserly habits when 
he refused td lend it.

HOW PROPERTY OWNERS ARE ROBBED 
OF THEIR ACRES. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 11.—The land thieves 

in Georgia have grown 60 bold that Gov. Gordon

State. It is supposed that there are 40 
or 50 men in the compact. Their op- 
erations have been far-reaching, and 
the timber distrigts are suffering from 
the blighting effects of bogus titles which the 


stitute the terror of the timber belt, and so ex- 
pert have they become that conviction will be 
very difficult. They have secured lists of Jus- 
tices of the inferior courts, Justices of the dif- 
ferent districts, and the records of land grants, 60 
that they can make upachain of bogus titles 
running back to the earliest grants, 150 years 
ago. With this valuable information at hand 
forgery becomes easy and conviction ditticult. 

Operations in wild lands have been so spirited 
that the records in the Wild Land Office show the 
amazing fact that often one piece of wild land 
will be returned for taxation by as many as 10 
persons, and frequently whole districts will 
averagé five owners for every lot. If a man 
wants to start a saw mill or a turpentine farm he 
can go to a land shark and getachain of forged 
titles for a nominal sum ana go to work. [If 
the real owner goes to law the value 
of the land is soon consumed in 
costs. The land sharks have fortified 
themselves so well that in suits the bogus title 
often triumphs over the genuine title, for in the 
former the chain is made complete, while in the 
latter there is often a break. Yesterday 4 man 
in one of the South Georgia counties sold the 
timber on a body of 50,000 acres for less than 
17 cents an acre, and sold a 25,000-acre body of 
land and timber for 3313 cents an acre. It was 
that or nothing, his agent advising him that un- 
less he sold the property it would be stolen, 

A Macon man who owns animmeénse tract 
of pine lands was riding over his property 
recently when he came upona squatter right in 
the middle of the tract. The squatter had a full 
chain of titles to a considerable quantity of the 
land, and when the Macon man saw the last 
deed, which had been made only a few days, he 
found that the torgers had attached the name of 
a Justice who had been dead seven years. The 
bogus deeds are skillfully forged, The ink, 
paper, writing, &e., are all used with a view of 
making deception complete, and documents 
fresh from the forger’s hands are subjected to 
processes which give them the yellowness and 
mustiness of — The men who hold bogus 
titles are generally men without property, and 
if a judgment for damages is secured against 
them nothing can be made out of it. 


RACING ON RUNNERS. 


FUN FOR SLEIGH RIDERS ON THE ROAD 


YESTERDAY. 

All the pleasures of Winter were New- 
York’s yesterday, with a perfection that brought 
joy to young and old alike. The lakes of Central 
Park echoed with the shouts of skaters. Shrieks 
of delight came from sledloads precipitated over 
the toboggan slides at the Polo Grounds, but the 
fun was most intense beyond the easy-going pro- 
cession of robed and tasseled sleighs in the 
Park. The “road” itself presented a scene that 
filled the oldest horseman with disgust, because 


he could not find its counterpart in the most re- 
mote corner of his memory. All its length it 
was covered with swiftly-fiying sleighs speeding 
along over the snow to the incidental sports 
and races above the bridge. It was the best day 
of the season, and of many seasons. The road 
was 80 crowded that every tavern shed was as 
full of horses as a Noah’s ark with toys, and hun- 
dreds of rigs had to be tied up to improvised 
hawsers stretched from shed to shed. 

But what brought all the old-timers out again, 


as wellas the yearly increasing throngs of 


horse fanciers, was the fact that the first sleigh 
race of the season was to take place on the old 
course between Judge Smith's and Gabe Case’s. 
These road houses were accordingly jammed far 
beyond their capacity, and at times the vicinity 
was black with spectators cheering every casual 
“scrap.” The race was for a sweepstakes of 
$150, best twoin three heats. The competitors 
were Jesse Yereance’s r. Dame Pansy, 
driven by himself; W. E. Pafsone, Jr.’s, b. g. 
St. Louis, driven by Jobnny Murphy,and F, 
Waller's g. g. Gabe Case, driven by Al Jerome. 
The heats aroused the wildest enthusiasm. In 
every instance the horses ended in a bunch, and 
it took five heats, including one dead heat, be- 
fore Murphy captured two of them with St. Louis.

A resolution was adopted by the Senate 
gesterday in secret session calling ou the 
President to enter into negotiations with 
the Government of Nicaragua to obtain 
concessions from that republic and entering 
into a convention with it for the construc- 
tion of an interoceanic canal, either by the 
United States or by American citizens un- 
der the authority and protection of the 
Government. We mention this: matter to 
our readers in __ strict confidence 
and with the expectation that they 
will not disclose to the Senate the 
source of their information. With this res- 
ervation we may remark that the Senate 
did an excellent day’s work. There 1s little 
question that a canal across Nicaragua 
would be of more use at less cost than any 
other, and that it ought to be practically 
controlled and, if necessary, constructed by 
the United States Government. Of course, 
all the details of such a measure would, be- 
fore it could be carried out, receive full dis- 
cussion, which the solemn stupidity of the 
Senate could not long prevent. But as to 
the essential principle involved, there is not 
much room for reasonable question. 


Gov. ABBETT is not yet satisfied with the 
amount of taxes obtained from railroads 
and canals in the State of New-Jersey and 
takes the not very extravagant position 
that they should pay upon their property 
the same rates for local and State purposes 
that are paid by other property owners. 
The Court of Errors and Appeals has sus- 
tained the act of 1884, under which the 
State will receive $357,000 more from the 
corporations for the year 1886 than for the 
year before the’ act went into effect, while 
over a million dollars will be collected 
for local purposes for the three years 
last past. The Governor says that if 
the corporations paid the full rate on their 
property for local purposes the revenue 
would be about four times as much as it is 
now. He regards the difference as a subsidy 
paid to the railroads by the other property 
owners of the State and does not think it is 
right. The people of New-Jersey have had 
@ long struggle to compel the railroads 
which cross its territory to pay for the priv- 
ileges which they enjoy and have not yet 
achieved entire success, but they have gone 
far to relieve themselves of the reproach of 
being overridden and controlled by the 
power of corporations. 


A tariff reform mass meeting will be 
held this evening at Cooper Union. It 
will be addressed by Messrs. Jackson S. 
SCHULTZ, WILLIAM DORSHEIMER, PERRY 
BELMONT, HENRY GEORGE, and JoHN R. 
FELLOWS, of this State, and Mr. F. W. 
Dawson, of South Carolina, the editor of 
the Charleston News and Courier. The 
pbject of the meeting to pro- 
test against the failure Congress 
to relieve the people from  burden- 
some tariff taxation. It will be 
the auspices of the New-York Free 
Trade Club, whose appeal is: ‘‘No taxes 
on materials necessary for American man- 
ufactures; tax the luxuries of the rich, not 
the necessaries of life of the poor!” That is 
a@ just appeal, and a practical one. The 
speakers represent all parties—Democratic, 
Republican, and the Labor Party. It will 
be an interesting demonstration, and if it 
isa large one it will have much influence 
on Congress. 
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It is very gratifying to be assured that the 
Heirs atlaw of SAMUEL J. TiLpEN do not 
intend to defeat his purpose of establishing 
a great public library, even if they succeed 
in breaking his will. Their representative 
feclares in the news columns of to-day’s 

Tues that a million each will sat- 


isfy the contestants and leave $9,000,000 
available for the library. The Execu- 
tors. under the will have unbounded 
discretion. If they see fit to buy off the 
heirs at law with part of the estate there 
will be nobody to question their disposal of 
the remainder. The validity of a bargain 
of that. kind would, however, be as ques- 
tionable, apparently, as the validity of the 
will itself, and the Executors will no doubt 
require legal advice, if not a judicial de- 
cision, to warrant them in increasing lega- 
cies in order to avoid a contest. 


It is evident that the cholera has made 
much greater headway in South America 
than recent news from there has given 
reason to suppose. Private dispatches re- 
port that the disease is prevailing in Chili 
to such an extent that Peru has been com- 
pelled to close her ports against Chilian 
vessels. This step would hardly have been 
taken withoutserious reason for it,since Peru 
has thus cut off her own supply of imported 
breadstuffs, which come mostly from Chili. 
We believe this is the first time that the 
cholera*has ever visited Chili, and it is re- 
ported that the infection was carried 
across the continent and over the Andes 
from the Argentine Republic. 


Weighty utterancesmarked yesterday’sde- 
bate on the German Army bill in the Reichs- 
tag. One was that of MoLTKE, that the pass- 


| age of the billis Germany’s only guarantee 


against being forced into war. But Bis- 
MARCK’S speech is by all odds the most 
important declaration made for years on Eu- 
ropean politics. His contemptuous query 
“Whatis Bulgaria tous? Itis all the same 
to us whoever governs there,” followed by 
the blunt declaration that Germany will 
not be “induced by any one to make an 
enemy of Russia for the sake of Bul- 
garia,” puts Germany’s attitude on the 
Balkan dispute beyond doubt..The an- 
nouncement must produce a sensation in Aus- 
tria, in spiteof the accompanying assurance 
that unprecedented “intimacy and mutual 
confidence” exist between Germany and 
herself. TheChancellor as openly declares 
that from France alone isan attack to be 
looked for, and the query, “Is there in 
France a single paper or a single public per- 
son who says, ‘ We renounce our rights to 
Alsave-Lorraine ?’” is put with telling force. 
But, bristling with points as this speech is, 
for Germany its climax is the closing dec- 
laration that unless the bill is passed as it 
stands the Refthstag shall be dissolved. 
“* We will enter into no further negotiations 
with you.” That is Bismarckian. 


THE LONG AND SHORT HAODL. 

The debate of the last two days in the 
Senate on the Inter-State ‘Commerce bill 
has turned almost wholly upon the long and 
short haul provision of the fourth section. 
The explanations and arguments which 
have been made confirm us in our original 
opinion of the meaning and effect of this 
provision. Our confidence in the view first 
taken was somewhat unsettled by the pro- 
tests of prominent railroad men who ought 
to be capable of understanding the exact 
meaning of thebill, and who have exception- 
al knowledge of the facts and requirements 
of the railroad business. But we are con- 
vinced that their protests have been based 
either upon a misconception or a willful 
perversion of the long and short haul sec- 
tion. Their obstinacy in adhering to an 
untenable ground was well illustrated in 
the speech of the railroad Senator from 
California, Mr. LELAND STANFORD, on Mon- 
day. Almost immediately after Senator 
CuLLoM had made a clear exposition of the 
intent and meaning of the long and short 
haul provision, Mr. STANFORD based his 
whole argument on an utter perversion of 
its fair construction. 

The essence of this section is contained in 
the following words: “It shall be unlaw- 
ful for any common carrier subject to the 
provisions of this act to charge or receive 
any greater compensation in the aggregate 
for the transportation of passengers or of 
like kind of property, under substantially 
similar circumstances and conditions, for a. 
shorter than for a longer distance over the 
same line in the same direction, the shorter 
being included in the longer distance.” As 
Senator CULLOM said, the qualifying words 
and phrases are full of meaning, and they 
furnish all the elasticity to the provision 
that is necessary to enable railroads to con- 
form to the requirements of successful 
management. It was at first assumed by 
some of the objectors that this would 
require the charges for long distances to 
be proportioned to those for shorter. dis- 
tances. But the expression “in the ag- 
gregate” plainly shows that it applies only 
to the total charge for the entire trans- 
portation. The same meaning is involved 
in the prohibition of unjust discrimination 
against localities. Noone has yet shown 
that the obvious injustice of charging more 
for trarsportation from a nearer point to 
the same destination than from amore re- 
mote point, where the circumstances and 
conditions of the traffic are substantially 
the same, is justified on any general princi- 
ple. If itis justified in any case, it must be 
due to exceptional circumstances, and then 
the prohibition would not apply. 

It has been claimed that this provision 
would compel railroads either to reduce 
their local rates or to increase their through 
rates in many cases where it would be dis- 
astrous to their interests and those of the 
communities which they serve. But it has 
nothing to do with the relations of through 
and local charges in the proper sense of the 
terms. The circumstances and conditions 

of through and local traffic are substan- 
tially different. Under the bill a railroad 
engaged inter-State commerce could 
fixing its discrim-

similar conditions; 
it make a like discrimi- 
nation in through rates, and it is hard to 
see why it should be permitted to do so. 
In almost any conceivable case it would be 
am unjust and unjustifiable discrimination 
between localities. 

It has heen said that the bill would give 
an advantage to shorter lines over longer 
ones between the same points. But the 


prohibition applies only to charges over the 
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same line and would not prevent a long 
line from putting its rates as low as those 
of arival short line. It has also been said 
that it would force a railroad company 
controlling its own charges on its own road 
to conform them to its share of the com- 
pensation for along haul over a line com- 
posed of several roads, But aside from the 
dissimilar circumstances and conditions in 
such cases the prohibition would only apply 
to the one line over which the traffic was 
carried, of however many different rail- 
roads it might be composed. 

Again, it has been claimed that the act 
would prevent the reduction of rates to 
meet the competition of water routes which 
serve the same points as the railroads. But 
the existence of such routes and the neces- 
sity of low rates to compete with them and 
do any business to and from the points 
which they reach, would constitute such a 
difference of circumstances and conditions 
that within the requirements of business 
necessity the bill would undoubtedly allow 
the discrimination. 

Much stress has been laid upon the effect 
which would be produced upon the grain 
interests of the Northwest and the cotton, 
iron, and other interests of the South. Itis 
said that in order to bring our great grain 
supplies to the seaboard and send the sur- 
plus to foreign markets through rates must 
be lower than the railroads can afford for 
intermediate traffic. But suppose the cir- 
cumstances and conditions are substantially 
similar—that is to say, a carload or a train- 
load of grain is destined for the port 
of New-York, either for the local market or 
for shipment abroad, what reason is there 
why a line of railroads bringing it here 
should be allowed to charge less in the ag- 
gregate from Dakota than from Minnesota, 
from Minnesota than from Illinois, from 
Illinois than from Ohio? If it may charge 
as much for the shorter distance that is 
certainly as large a liberty as it can reason- 
ably ask for. The restriction will have 
nothing to do with what may be charged for 
grain by the bushel or flour by the barrel 
between intermediate points. 

Low rates for cotton from the South to 
Northern distributing points are certainly 
an advantage, but it is no advantage to the 
South or the North that when it is to be 
transported under the same circumstances 
and conditions a discrimination should be 
exercised against certain shipping points 
and in favor of others ata longer distance 
from its destination. The charge for trans- 
porting by the bale between local points 
would be in no way affected. So, it is said, 
the development of the coal and iron inter- 
ests of the South depends on low rates of 
transportation to or beyond the Ohio 
River. But the bill would certain- 
ly not interfere with such rates. They 
could be made as low as the rail- 
roads could afford or were willing to make 

them. Rates for iron or for coal would not 
be affected by those for any other kind of 
property. Coal or iron sent by the trainload 
over through lines would not be affected 
by the rates of transportation of the 
same materials locally under different cir- 
cumstances and conditions. The simple fact 
would be that the same line taking coal or 
iron by the car or by the train from one 
point could not charge more for the same 
service from another point ata greater dis- 
tance from the common destination, or more 
from the same point to a nearer destination 
than to one more remote, the circumstances 
and conditions of the traffic being substan- 
tially similar. 

In short, we do not see how this prohibi- 
tion as to the short and long haul, fairly 
construed and judiciously applied, can in- 
jure either the interests of the railroads, 
those of producers and shippers, or those of 
the business centres and seaports of the 
country. The outcry raised against it 
seems to have been partly the result of ig- 
norance or misunderstanding and partly the 
outcome of an objection of railroad man- 
agers to any regulation of the liberty which 
they have so often abused to the injury of 
the country and even of the properties 
which they control. 


A NEW EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
The House yesterday, by a vote of nearly 
ten to one, passed the bill creating a De- 
partment of Agriculture and Labor. It is 
not a bill that will de any particular harm 
if it become a law, as it probably will, 
since the Senate will hardly oppose it, and 
there would be no propriety in the Presi- 
dent’s vetoing it, even though he did not 
approve it. The worst that can be said 
against it, and all that can be said for it, 
is thatit is a purely demagogic bill. By 
this we do not mean simply that it is a 
concession to a strong popular demand. 
That would be legitimate enough, even 
if the demand were not a very intelligent 
one. We mean that this bill was passed 
to please a certain number of clamorous 
agitators, who express no real popular opin- 
ion, and that those who supported the bill 
for the most part know perfectly well that 
it can do no real good, and that if any con- 
siderable class in the country expected any- 
thing from it the expectation would be 
disappointed. This is demagogy pure and 
simple, and of the most contemptible char- 
acter. The politician who tries to gratify a 
popular demand for something really wrong 
is hardly of so low a type as those who ladle 
out to uninformed classes the thin, unnour- 
ishing soup of useless legislation. 

There is no evidence that the farmers of 
the country have the slightest interest in 
this measure. They certainly have no re- 
spect for the present Agricultural Depart- 
ment, with its absurd meddling and mud- 
dling and its distribution of seeds that will 
not germinate, or are worthless if they do. 
The average American farmer is a man of 
hard sense with a well developed tendency, 
which the honorable Representatives in 
Congress might emulate, to mind his own 
business and tend to his own affairs with- 
out aid or advice from officers of the Gov- 
ernment. Heis no more likely to require a 
department chief, at a yearly salary which 
would be a fair fortune for the farmer, to 
collect statistics and write reports in re- 
gard to matters which the farmer knows 
more about than any Secretary can 
easily learn, than he is to require 
counsel from such a source as to the man- 
agement of his children. And counsel is all 
a department officer can cive. except seeds, 


The Government has no specific powers 
with regard to agriculture, and can have 
none that cannot be exercised as well 
through a bureau as through a department, 
and better. The notion that the farmer is 
in some vague way to be benefited by hav- 
ing additional “dignity” conferred on the 
oftice holder who has charge of the modest 
functions of the Federal Government con- 
nected with agriculture is grotesque. The 
only practical effect such a measure can 
have is to increase the taxes of the farmers 
as well as the rest of us, and to inspire the 
Secretary of the department with a fussy 
anxiety to do something to justify his offi- 
cial existence, which something is pretty 
sure to be injurious. . 

The “labor” feature in the new depart- 
ment is even more ridiculous than the 
other. It is provided that in the depart- 
ment there shall be a division under charge 
of a Commissioner of Labor at asalary of 
$5,000 a year. This gentleman is required 
to “collect information upon the subject of 
labor, its relation to capital, the hours of 
labor, the rate of wages, the cost of produc- 
tion of the articles produced, the earnings 
of laboring men and women, the means of 
promoting their material, social, intel- 
lectual, and moral prosperity,” &c. 
At the same time the Secretary 
is ‘“‘empowered to inquire into the 
causes of discontent which may ex- 
ist between employers and employés 
within the United States, and he may in- 
vite and hear sworn statements from such 
parties concerning the matters in contro- 
versy.’ What good will all this do the 
‘laboring men and women” or any one else 
except the Commissioner of Labor at $5,000 
a year and the Secretary at $8,000? Sup- 
pose these estimable persons—if they be 
estimable, which is not certain—shall get 
all the information there is, what are they 
going to do with it? Suppose it to be really 
interesting and authentic information, what 
legislation can Congress base upon it? This 
is not anidle question. Experience answers 
it. Last Spring, when Congress was in 
session, the great strikes on the South- 
western roads took place. Thousands of 
men willing to work had their ‘material 
prosperity” sadly interfered with. Other 
thousands were taxed heavily for extra- 
ordinary expense incurred in preserving 
order. Other thousands still were thrown 
into costly idleness by the suspension of 
business caused by the violence of the 
strikers. A Congressional committee spent 
much time and much public money in in- 
quiring into the matter. They have not 
even reported; had they made areport it 
would certainly have been useless. This 
whole billis, we repeat, simple demagogy, 
and intelligent workingmen cannot fail to 
see through its miserable hypocrisy. 


AN INVESTIGATION FOR MR. CRIM- 
MINS. 

Patk Commissioner CRIMMINS has chosen 
far himself a short, and easy road to vin- 
dication. Having handed his resignation 
to the Mayor merely as a formal protest 
against President COLEMAN’s charges of 
wastefulness and extravagance in the man- 
agement of the parks, he is now running 
about town begging worthy and good- 
natured citizens to sign a petition asking 
Mayor Hewitt not to accept his resignation. 

That sort of vindication may be satisfac- 
tory to Mr. Crrmmrins. It will not'be satis- 
factory to the people of New-York City. 
It will furnish no disproof of President 
CoLEMAN’s charges, and it will consti- 
tute no safeguard against Commissioner 
Crimmins’s further indulgence of his 
desire to make the Park Department 
a comfortable place of refuge for polit- 
ical workers and tax eaters and roughs 
and rowdies who enjoy his favor and need 
his protection. Commissioner CRIMMINS 
has intimated, we believe, that he would 
like to be “investigated.” The kind of in- 
vestigation that would suit him would 
not suit the city. What he wants, 
we suppose, is a polite inquiry by 
some committee designated by him- 
self and appointed by the Mayor to 
look over the accounts of the Park De- 
partment and embody the result of their 
scrutiny in a whitewashing report. Wecan 
suggest an investigation that would be 
worth half a dozen inquiries of this kind, 
andit is one which may be had, and we 
trust will be, without any regard to Mr. 
CRrIMMINs’s plans or feelings. 


The statement of facts made by President 


CoLEMAN shows that the expenditures of 
the Park Department have in late years 
gone on increasing at an alarming rate 
without any natural reason for such in- 
crease and without any visible benefit in 
the better condition of the parks. The 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
paid some heed to President CoLE- 
MAN’S charges, it seems, for if imme- 
diately reduced the estimate of the Park 
Department to $840,750, which is nearly 
$100,000 less than the provisional estimate 
and $200,000 less than the amount asked 
for. It is due to the taxpayers when such 
charges as these are made that a searching 
investigation be had to determine their 
truthfulness. Provision is made in section 
60 of the Consolidated act for such in- 
vestigations, and they may be had with 
very little trouble. That section provides 
that any Commissioner or head of depart- 
ment, if a Judge shall so order, may be sum- 
marily examined on an application based on 
an affidavit of any Commissioner of Ac- 
counts, or of any five citizens who are tax- 
payers. Under such anorder, signed by any 
Justice of the Supreme Court, Commission- 
er CRIMMINS might be publicly examined 
as to “any alleged wrongful diversion or 
misapplication of any moneys or funds, or 
any violation of the provisions of law, 
or any delinquency charged in such afli- 
davit touching the office or the discharge 
or neglect of duty.” In this examination 
Commissioner CRIMMINS would be com- 
pelled to produce such books and papers as 
the Justice might direct and to answer all 
questions pertinent to the charges, and he 
and such other witnesses as the Justice might 
cause to be summoned would be subject for 
all false answers to the pains and penalties 
of perjury. 

From an examination under this section 
of the Consolidated act Commissioner CrIM- 
MINS would emerge either with the vindica- 
tion he is seeking in another wav or with 


his official character so completely blasted | 


as to make his further continuance in office 
impossible. We do not wish to prejudge his 
case, but there is a great deal of evidence 
tending to show that he is an unworthy 
officer. For his sake and the city’s this evi- 
dence and the question of his worthiness 
ought to be judicially and promptly tested. 
OTST TTT EES NCTE, 
THE STEAMSHIP BOYCOTT. 

There is rot much to be said as to the 
merits of the strike by the longshoremen in 
the employ of the Old Dominion Steamship 
Company. The company offers steady em- 
ployment to a certain number of men at 
$12 per week for sixty hours’ work, the 
men to be paid for overtime beyond the 
sixty hours at the rate of 25 cents an hour, 
and to receive pay for the sixty hours 
whether there is work for them or not. 
The former arrangement was that the 
work should be paid for at the rate 
of 25 cents an hour, the men to 
bear the loss when there was no work for 


them to do. If they worked sixty hours, 


they received $15. Whether the chance of 
earning $15 is better than the certainty of 
earning $12 is a question which the men 
must decide forthemselves. With most men 
who have families to support the certainty 
would probably be preferred. The company 
would have under the arrangement it pro- 
posed the advantage of a body of steady and 
trustworthy men, whom it was sure of 
having when they were wanted, instead of 
being obliged to pick up the men it needed 
under engagements lasting oniy an hour. 

Whether this arrangement was better or 
worse for the men than the old one, they 
had of course a right to refuse work under 
it. The strike is a matter of no public con- 
cern. The boycott by which it is endeav- 
ored to enforce it is a matter of considera- 
ble public moment. The strikers have en- 
deavored not only to intimidate men from 
taking the. places they refuse for 
themselves, but also to bully the 
customers of the company out of doing bus- 
iness with them. With some of these cus- 
tomers the appeal has already been success- 
ful. Others are considering whether or not 
to yield to the demands of the boycotters 
and have appointed a committee to confer 
with them. All of these customers are 
steamship lines or shipping firms, and the 
threat made use of to influence them isa 
threat to withdraw their longshoremen also 
from work. 

There cannot be any doubt as to what is 
required of these owners as a matter not 
only of justice but of business prudence. 
Itis nothing to them what arrangements 
the steamship company may make with the 
men who handle its freight so long as the 
freight is delivered to them according to 
contract. It seems that in refusing 
to receive it they have committed 
a breach of contract, and have failed 
to fulfill their obligations as com- 
mon carriers. At any rate, they have 
truckled toa gang of bullies in the most 
disgraceful way. They are likely to dis- 
cover also that they have rendered it far 
more difficult to resist any demand that the 
longshoremen may make upon themselves 
than it would have been if they had be- 
haved in a manly fashion and announced 
their intention of receiving any freight that 
might be duly and lawfully delivered to 
them for shipment. 

If these firms and corporations had done 
their duty, though the strike might have 
gone on, the boycott would promptly have 
been rendered ineffectual. It is impossible 
to tell how extensive may be the mischief 
done by their cowardice and perfidy. It 
was a precisely similar case to this—the 
boycotting of a steamship company because 
it did notcome to terms with the men who 
handled its freight—that began the dis- 
turbance that resulted in a blockade of the 
whole Southwestern railroad system, in the 
loss of many lives, and in a pecuniary 
damage incalculably great. In fact, it is 
one of the most striking proofs of the sol- 
idarity of modern society that there is no 
telling how far a disturbance of this kind 
will extend. If the boycott of this steam- 
ship company goes on no man knows when 
he himself will be notified to do no more 
business with his butcher or his grocer 
because his butcher or his grocer 
does business with somebody who does 
business with somebody else who does 
business with the Old Dominion Steam- 
ship Company. A successful boycott would 
insure the relapse into barbarism of the 
whole community in which it was prac- 
ticed. Itis the duty of every good citizen 
to disarm whoever uses this infamous 
weapon, without reference to the original 
merits of the quarrel in furtherance of 
which it is invoked. The persons who 
have refused, under the order of the boy- 
cotters, to deal with the boycotted com- 
pany, have done their best to promote the 
success of the boycott, and have deprived 
themselves in advance of public sympathy 
when their turn comes, 


An amendment attached to the Indian 
Appropriation bill indicates that the In- 
dian Service has not yet reached perfection. 
It provides that no part of the money appro- 
priated for farmers’ salaries shall be paid to 
aman who is nota practical farmer. The 
Government appoints men to teach the In- 
dians how to till the ground and to become 
proficient in the art of agriculture. One 
might reasonably suppose that real farmers 
would be selected to do this work, and that 
ward politicians, barkeepers, and the like 
would be rejected, even if they should 
apply. But it is said that broken-down 
politicians who scarcely know the differ- 
encé between a cow and a harrow have 
"in some cases been sent to the agencies to 
teach agriculture. At all events, it is not 
probable that the House adopted this queer 
amendment without cause. If the affairs 
of the Indian Bureau were properly con- 
ducted, the adoption of such an amend- 
ment would be an insult to be promptly re- 
sented.

“MET BY CHANCE.” 

Mr. Bronson Howard has’ gone a step 
further—we might almost say a stepladder 
further—from the promise of *‘ Young Mrs. Win- 
throp.” ‘One of Our Girls” was bad enough, 
judged from the only point of view a play by 
a& man of Mr. Howard’s standing ought to 
be judged from; for tt was an elaborate develop- 
ment of a valueless subject; but though it 
lacked soundness of purpose, and was deficient 
in movement, the text of that’ play was polished 
and full of happy thoughts that -were ouly 
once in a while the happy thoughts of 
other men than Mr. Howard. But “Met By 
Chance,” upon the manuscript of which we are 
asked to believe this fluent and accomplished 
writer has been at work for nearly a year, is 
positively stupid from first to last. There is less 
action than in “One of Our Girls,” and little 
wit to compensate for the deficiency. <A 
gfeat deal of the talk, especially in 
the last act, seems to have been written with 
little thought of its possiple effect upon the ears 
of intelligent persons. The story, if told in nar- 
rative form, might read well’ enough, and 
setve the purpose of ephemeral fiction for Sum- 
mer reading. Most of the sentiment it contains 
\s lost when the slender fable is thrown into 
dramatic form, and what remains is not easily 
communicated to an audience by the most 
skillful actors. An English Earl, traveling in- 
cognito, and a cynical young American physi- 
cian meet at a Lake Champlain inn two girls 
who please their fancy; the girls are engaged to 
marry two other men, one of whom is a rascal 
mpersonating the Earl. This is the first act. 
The Earl and the doctor, camping in the Adi- 
rondacks, give their guide a week’s vacation. 
The girls, pickicking in the wilderness, stray 
from the party and are lost. They wander to 
the young men’s camp. As the guide is away, 
they must wait at the camp until he re- 
turns. This is the second act. After a week 
the guide arrives; with a resecu party 
in search of the lost girls. Among the party is 
the pseudo Earl, who, unseen and unsuspected, 
sboots the real Earl in the back. The unfort- 
unate nobleman tumbles off a precipice and

first to last. This extends through two 
acts, during which the four personages 
concerned climb ladders incessantly. 
The height of absurdity is reached when 
an emotional young lady, clinging to a step- 
ladder up among the flies, indulges*in a senti- 
mental soliloquy. This feat falls to the share of 
Miss Ellie Wilton, a graceful, womanly actress, 
wh rforms it as well as any one could. 

“Met by Chance,” brought out at the Lyceum 
Theatre last eyening, has been set upon the stage 
in the mostcostly fashion. In the realistic Adiron- 
dack seene there are apparently real rocks and 
trees, real rain, very natural thunder and light- 
ning, flying clouds in the sky,sombre mountaina in 
the distance, rea) water, real fire, and real dirt. 
The piece is acted with all possible skill and 
taste, the cast including, beside Miss Dauvray, 
who changed her things three times in one 
scene, Miss Wilton, Miss Enia slie, Messrs, 
Sothern, Pigott, Whiting, Saville, and Rodney. 


“MARGERY’S’ LOVERS.” 

The second of the series of Authors’ 
Matinées at the Madison-Square Theatre yester- 
day served to bring to public notice a three-act 
comedy by Mr. Brander Matthews, entitled 
‘‘Margery’s Lovers.” Mr. Matthews is an ex- 
ceedingly graceful and original writer of short 
stories and essays, and he is known also as an 
able critic of the stage. His play was accepted 
and acted for a short time ata London theatre, 
but many alterations were made in the téxt, 
which, it *has been thought, might have 
caused its lack of success. The piece 
was presented yesterday as the author 


wrote it, except’ that the heroine had 
become plain ¥ —— instead of Marjorie 
and the character of the heroine’s father had 
been elaborated and strengthened, somewhat, in 
accordance with suggestions made by Mr. J. H. 
Stoddart, who portrayed that personage. ‘he 
play was handsomely set, and its performance 
enlisted tke services of nine actors besides Mr. 
Stoddart—Misses Marie Burroughs, Lena Lang- 
don, and Marie Greenwald, Mrs. E. J. Phillips, 
and Messrs. Alexander Salvini, E. M. Holland, C. 
P. Flockton, Leuis Massen. and Walden Ramsey. 
The theatre was filled, and the audience was 
sympathetic and cordial. There were, conse- 
quently, @ great deal of applause and many re 
calls. The author was summoned at the end of 
the play, but he did not respond. 

M rgery Blackwallis the daughter of an Eng- 
lish gambler and swindler, known in disrepu- 
table haunts on the Continent as “Old Red and 
Black.” She is young, beautiful, and innocent; 
has been bredin a convent; knows nothing of 
her father’s wickedness, and loves the old repro- 
bate fondly. His devotion to ber is the one re- 
deeming trait in hisnature; for,as Mr. Matthews 
paints him and as Mr. Stoddart TS him 
yesterday, he is not only a thief and blackleg, 
but a craven and a.bully as well. Yet .he 
spares no effort to make Margery’s life happy; 
he endures hardship that she may enjoy luxury. 
When Margery, on account of his own bad char- 
acter, is insulted by a dissolute nobleman he 
meets the nobleman on the dueling ground and 
wounds him, and then he invents an explanation 
of the insult and of his own agitation that 
does not arouse the suspicion of the ingenuous 
girl. His aiminlifeis to see Margery sw 
Married to a wealthy, honorable man. When 
that is accomplished he will reform and take his 
place at her fireside. But he learns at length 
that his hope is in vain. Margery ean 
never be honored and happy while 
he is at her side. To save her from pain he has 
to confess hisown wickedness to her friends, 
barely saving himself in her eyes, and then to 
bid her farewell forever, departing to seclude 
himselfin the haunts of his own disgraceful 
kind. These two personages—Margery, the trust- 
ful, winsome, if surprisingly ingenuous, girl, and 
her ill-favored, wicked old father, whose love 
aud sacrifice, in spite of his vileness, are almost 
heroic—are the central figures in ‘* Margery’s 
Lovers.” The others help to solve the problem 
ot their lives. 

At Nice Margery is taken up bya traveling 
American lady, kind-hearted and uncritical, just 
the sort of pessen to be charmed by the girl’s 
modesty and beauty, and not to suspect the true 
character of the father. Under the charge of 
Mrs. Webster, Margery becomes acquainted with 
Lieutenant John Alden, of the United States 
Navy, and Count Sarazac. Both love her and 
Alden wins her heart. Sarazac, a professional 
gambler and associate of Blackwall, compels the 
old man, on pain of exposure before his daugh- 
ter, to help him ruin Alden’s reputation. 
There is a game of cards for high 
stakes. Alden wins the Count’s money 
repeatedly. Finally, heis accused of cheating, 
and the cards, his own, are examined and found 
to be marked. This is a strong scene, and is 
identical with a scene in Mr. Pigott’s play, 
called “She Loves Him,” tried at a matinée 
in the Lyceum Theatre last Winter. After 
this injury to Alden, Blackwall realizes the 
depth ef his daughter's love for the 
Lieutenant, and he, with the aid of an eccentric 
American gentleman named Long, forces a con- 
fession of his guilt from the villainous French 
Count, whom, by the way, Long luckily identifies 
at the last moment with an equally villainous 
Russian Captain he once knew. 

Mr. Matthews’s play is stronger and more in- 
teresting than might have been expected from 
its failure on the London stage. The theme is 
distinctly good, and it has been developed with 
some skill. From the closing scene of the sec- 
end act to the end of the third, that is to say 
during one-half of the play, the interest is cumu- 
lative, and the attention of the spectator is 
closely held. At times the treatment is 
too conventional, however, and the repeti- 
tion of the phrase “ Ah, here he comes” four 
times within ten minutes, each time by 
a person gazing at a blank wall, is a trifle more 
suggestive of the literary style of Henry Pettit 
than that of Brander Matthews. The first half 
of the play is dull, too, and the character of 
Long, a brave man, who chooses to be regarded 
as a lazy milksop, is not nearly 80 effective. as 
Tom Taylor made John Mildmay or Frank Mar- 
shall made Lord Arthur Chilton. Some 
of the dialogue is uncommonly good, and 
very little of it is bad. ‘The opportunities 
offered to the actors were made the most of. Mr. 
Stoddart’s performance was neatly finished and 
wellsustained—grimly humorous at some points, 
deeply pathetic at others. Miss Burroughs was 
a charming Margery and Mr. Holland a capital 
Long. Mr. Salvinit made much of thé trite réle 
to which he was cast, investing the character of 
Sarazac:with elegance, authority, and a fine sim- 
ulation of subdued force. 


STEINWAY HALL. 

Miss Augusta M. Fischer, a young pianist 
who has appeared in public twice or thrice 
during the current season, gave a concert at 
Steinway Hall yesterday evening. Her hap- 
piest effort was unquestionably the series of 
preludes by Chopin, embracing nine of these com- 
positions, which are little known among the fre- 
quenters of the concert room. The preludes are 


much more than their designation indicates. 
Some are mere sketches, comparatively simple 
and brief, but many are finely elaborated little 
tone poems, approximating now and then the 
composer's nocturnes, and nearly all have a dis- 
tinct character and charm. Miss Fischer played 
these numbers, which were grou edinan effective 
manner, with a lively appreciation of their very 
diverse significance and subject matter, and her 
execution responded most satisfactorily to their 
requirements. Her performance of the first 
movement of Schumann’s fantasia in C was 
less commendable: it lacked clearness and 
variety of tone color, and her playing 
of Bach’s prelude and fugue in B bene 
though creditable, was not of the sort that woul 

popularize music of this order or edify the stu- 
dent. Miss Fischer’s remaining pleces were @ 
waltz by Raff, a capriccio by Brahms, and a bal- 
lade by Liszt.

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HEARST’S SACK OF GOLD. 


DEPENDED ON TO GET HIM INTO THA 
SENATE CHAMBER. ; 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.—While there 
are reports that anywhere trom nine to seven- 
teen Democrats have refused to sign a call for a 
Senatorial caucus to-night, still the session will 
be held, but what its outcome will be it is very 
difficult to prophesy. It seems that Hearst wae 
very slow about opening his sack again, as he 
thought that the expenditure of 80 much money 
in electing a majority of the Legislature wag 
sufficient, and that all good Democrats wonld 
vote for him out of sheer gratitude. He has 


been undeceived, however, and now finds that he 
must pay for his seat twice over. 

Yesterday at Sacramento it looked for a while 
asif Hearst’s chances were lessening, and there 
was hurrying to and fro of his managers. 
at night Hearst again arrived on the scene 
operations, and word was soon passed around 
that a plothortc sack had arrived with him. 
Hearst has found that he cannot win on intel- 
lectual and patriotic merit and he is go 
ing to win anyhow. Piqued by the taunts 
of the press and by the crit- 
icism that Hearst had nothin 


him but the boodle, the vain ol pga me ne resolv: 
to show that he could win on his personal 
larity, backed by the terrors of hs journal tia 
gave out that he would not spend a cent and 
paid only the personal yc Ans of his agents 
at Sacramento. Even allowance for pagne 
and oysters was cut off as soon as the press 
pointed out the difference between the pampered 
adherents in swallow tails and the poor legisla- 
tors who were expected to vote according 
to order. Following this rogramme 
Hearst found that he lost influence and 
votes hourly. Stephens, while a young 
and comparatively poor man, eo to 
come to the front, and the exponent of boodie 
soon realized that his was a hopeless case if his 
sack were kept in the shade of his safe any long- 
er. Finally, terrified by the rapidly growing 
chances of a disgraceful defeat, the ambitious 
old man flew away in feverish haste to San

FATHER FITZGERALDS SsvUIT 


ARCHBISHOP WILLIAMS TELLS WHY HE 
SUSPENDED THE PRIEST. 


Boston, Jan. 11.,-In the ecclesiastical 

- suit to-day both the parties—Father Fitzgerald 
and Archbishop Williams—were on the stand. 
The Archbishop was the first witness in his own 
behalf, and testified to the successive appoint 
ments of Father Fitzgerald to Lowell, Abbing- 
ton, the cathedral, St. Stephen’s, and Foxbor- 
ough. While at the cathedral it became neces- 
sary for a time to suspend him.’ On calling him 
trom Foxborough he told Father Fitzgerald of 
the charges against him. These were at first 
denied, but were afterward admitted when 
he told Father Fitzgerald some of the de- 
tails of the charges as to visiting a house 
of ill fame. “‘I told Father Fitzgerald,” said 
Archbishop Williams, *‘ that he visited the house 
in Hawkins-street and was guilty of crime in it, 
and he admitted the charge. I cannot tell the 
exact language I used. I called the plaintiff on 
Friday and was to go to Rome the next Monday. 
I do not remember that I notified Father Boise 
to go to Foxborough before I told Father Fitz- 
gerald of the charge against him. I had talked 
with but one person about Father Fitz 
gerald before I notified’ him of his acts. 
When I first made the charge Father 
Fitzgerald denied the crime. I cannot tell exact- 
+ what he said in form of words. I mentioned 
the charge and he deniedit. He subsequen 
admitted the charge and [ suspended him. e 
did not tell me that he had four nieces for whom 
he was searching on an order of the Probate 
Court.” Witness denied that he had refused te 
— Father Fitzgerald a triak or that any 
egradation attached to the various removals of 
the priest except in the case of his removal from 
the cathedral in Boston, which was on account 
of intoxication.” 

The case is exciting considerable interest, as i 
is the first instance of the kind within the Catho- 
lic Church of this country. 


HENRY GEORGE'S THEORIES. 


WHAT ARCHBISHOP ELDER, OF CINCIN- 
NATI, SAYS. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Jan. 11.—Archbishop 
Elder, upon being asked as to the truth of the 
report that the Catholic Church and the Knights 
of Labor were united in opposition to the Henry 
George movement, wrote an answer of which the 
following is the substance: The sensational 
article about the Catholic Church, the Knights of 
Labor, and Henry George, that appeared in an 
afternoon paper of this city has no foundation. 


The Archbishop took part in the conference of 
Bishops held in Baltimore last October, and the 
result was published the next day. The rest of 
the article is wholly gratuitous. The idea 
that Catholics are afraid Mr. George ia 
going to destroy the church is enough of itself te 
show the mental calibre of whoever ressed 
it, and the assertion that the church is scheming 
to use the Knights of Labor for the suppression 
ot Mr. George or for any other purpose is simply 
a gratuitous invention thrown out to make a 
sensation. As regards Mr. George and his theo- 
ries, there is nota little dispute as to what are 
really his doctrines, and there is a great deal as 
to what are the logical consequences and what 
would be the practical results of his theories. It 
he really denies that individuals can rightly and 
justly hold the ownership of land, then his doo- 
trine is false, contrary to the teaching and the 
law of God and the best interests of laboring 
men themselves,

LE GRAND B. CANNON’S VIEWS OF THE 
SENATORIAL CANVASS. 

Le Grand B. Cannon, one of the found- 
ers of the Republican Party in this city 
and who has been earnest and consistent in 
his devotion to the party since its pioneer days, 
has some very decided convictions in regard to 
the Senatorial contest fnow in progress in Al- 
bany, and he yesterday expressed some of them 
to a TrmEs reporter in very emphatic language.

‘*Mr. Morton’s position in the canvass,” con- 
tinued Mr. Cannon, “‘is very different. He is a 
very respectable man, and an earnest man in the 
Republican Party, but his principal service has 
been his success on the Finance Committee of 
the party.

THE FIGHT IN INDIANA. 
BOTH PARTIES CONTESTING EVERY INCH 
OF DEBATABLE GROUND. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 11.—The proceedings 
in both Houses of the General Assembly to-day 
were devoid of incident, and as mild and innoc- 
uous as any body could have wished, There was 
the expectation that something sensational would 
occur, and the galleries, especially of the Senate, 
were crowded at an early hour, The Democrats 
evidently expected something dreadful, for there 


were details of Metropolitan Police to aid the 
doorkeepers. 


The political contest was resumed the first 
thing in the Senate by a resolution providing 


that the Senate invite the House to meet in the 
Senate Chamber on Wetnes et: the 19th 
inst., then and there to vote for United States 
Senator. The previous question was ordered 
and the resolution adopted by a strict party vote 
—yeas 30, nays 19. During the roll call Col. 
Robertson came into the Senate Chamber, no 
objection being offered by the Doorkeeper, and 
took hia seat upon the Republican side to 
the right of Senator Winter. He had been 
there only a few minutes when Senator 
Davis offered a resolution providing that the 
proceedings incident to the canvassing of the 
vote for Lieutenant-Governor in the House yes- 
terday be recorded in the Journals of the Senate. 
This series of resolutions was ebated 
all day, the Lieutenant-Governor sitting on the 
floor, but taking no part and makirg no effort 
to assert his claim to the chair. The Repub- 
licans claim that there are several steps yét 
to take before that demand is made, one 
of which was the effort to have the 
roceedings of geese recorded in the Senate 
ournal. At o’clock this afternoon the de- 
bate was suddenly terminated by the inter- 
eee of a point of order that the Senate 
ad already expressed the opimion that 
there was no vacancy, no valid election, 
and could be no legal declaration of the vote. 
This was another step toblock the orderly course 
of the procedure. Green Smith made a long 
speech, mn which he _ asserted his de- 
sire to have the question submitted to 
the courts, and if Lieut.-Gov. Robertson 
could tell him of a way by which he (Smith) 
could become the plaintiff he would gladiy adopt 
it. The Supreme Court has practically decided 
that the question is one the courts cannot enter- 
tain and that isthe Republican position. The 
Republicans will now probably try to get the 
material facts on the record by means of a pro- 
test against the action of the presiding ofticer in 
ruling the resolutions out of order. 
The action of the Senate to-day indicates a 
purpose of the Democrats to hold a joint con- 
vention in the Senate Chamber, while the Re- 
publicans, of course, will hold one in the House, 
ee to the adjournment taken yesterday. 
two joint conventions and two alleged Senators 
are not altogether unlikely with a repetition of 
the celebrated Bright and Fitch contest. The 
Democratic Senatorial caucus will be held on 
Thursday ba At present Mr. MceDon- 
ald has the call, but it is osi- 
tively asserted that three, if not four, 
Democrats will not vote for him, and if that 
should prove true some other man will be taken 
up. Mr. Holman is still here, and it is claimed 
be can receive every Democratic vote. Senator 
Harrison will have the Republican vote. 


WANTS A DIVORCE. 


IDA BOWMAN’S CLAIM FOR REGAINING 
HER FREEDOM. 

CuHIcaGoO, Jan. 11.—Mrs. Ida M. Bowman 
to-day began suit in the Circuit Court 
here for a divorce from her husband, 
Frank J. Bowman, a well known St. 
Louis lawyer. The couple were married 
here on June 27 last, and for a time livedina 
flat in Webster-avenue. On Sept. 5 Mrs. Bow- 
man left her husband, and most of the time 


since has lived with friends here. She 
says that soon after the marriage Bowman 
began a life of profligacy, often spend- 
ing days and nights away from his 
home in the company of idle and 
vicious persons of the female sex, and has 
both in St. Louis and Chicago been guilty of in- 
fidelity. She further represents that at the 
Riggs House, in Washington, during the 
months of July and August last, the de- 
fendant made the acquaintance and established 
an improper intimacy with a young woman 
named Stella Pratt. Bowman, she claims, is a 
man of low and vicious habits. According to 
her statement, he has anincome from his prac- 
tice of $10,000 a year and owns considerable 
valuable property as well. 

A friend of Mrs. Bowman tells this story of 
the relations between the lawyer and his 
wife: Bowman was alread a married 
man when hse made the acquaintance of the 
plaintiff, then a girl about 16, and very 
pretty. She says that intimate relations sprang 
up between herself and Bowman before she 
learned that he was married already. Then he 
told her that he was about to get a divorce 
from his wife and marry her. In June, 1886, he 
filed a bill for divorce against his first wife. She 
filed a cross bill, and upon that she was grant- 
ed a divorce. Before the trial he sent 
the rm plaintiff to Chicago in order to 
avoid apy scandal that might come out we 
the hearing of the case. Here he introduce 
her to his friends as his wife. 
June, 1886, he came to Chicago and 
said he had obtained his divorce 
and was about to carry out his promise. They 
then entered into what is called a “common 
law” marriage, she refusing to have anything 
more to do with him except as _ his 
wife. He came back and forward on 
visits to the plaintiff until September, 
at which time the visits ceased altogether. She 
afterward ascertained, so she claims, the acts of 
infidelity complained of and brought this bill for 
divorce, not alone to obtain a legal separation 
from the defendant, but to establish her reputa- 
tion as his lawful wife.

DEATH FROM HEART FAILURE. 
The family of the Rev. Dr. John R. Pax- 
ton, Pastor of the West Presbyterian Church, 
has been deeply affected by the death of his 
eldest daughter, Rebecca, which occurred sud- 
denly on Sunday evening at her home, No. 51 
West Forty-sixth-street.

ears old, tall, and of a pleasant disposition. 
For the past few weeks she had been under 
treatment for curvature of the spine. At the 
suggestion of Dr. Sayre an apparatus was ob- 
tained for her consisting of a pulley and sling in 
order to elevate the head and straighten the 
apne. The sling was made to adjust under the 
chin and head, and by pulling on a cord 
which ran through a pulley the patient could 
elevate herself. The pulley was fastened over a 
door in the hallway adjoining her room. Sun- 
day night, before preparing to retire, Miss Pax- 
ton adjusted the apparatus in order to take the 
usual exercise. She had never attempted it 
alone before, as a maid always had attended her 
when using the apparatus. She did not think 
the maid was in the house on Sunday night, and 
80 was alone, a younger sister being asleep in an 
adjoining room not four feet away. When her 
aunt entered the passageway she found Miss Pax- 
ton with the apparatus in place, but motionless 
andina reclining position. On coming up to her 
she discovered thatthe young lady was dead. The 
father was called up stairs, and Dr. John L. 
Campbell, the family physician, and Dr. Dana 
were summoned. After a careful examination 
the doctors found that death was caused by 
syncope or heart failure. The apparatus was found 
in its proper position, and there were no marks 
on the throat to indicate that in using it she had 
accidentally choked or strangled. The position 
of the apparatus was such that strangulation 
was impossible. The young lady had suffered 
within a week from heart failure. Dr. Paxton 
yesterday took his daughter to Allegheny City, 
where the burial services were held. Many 
members of the congregation and friends calied 
at the house to express their sympathy with the 
family.

HOW MRS. FOOTE MADE A PROFITABLE 
BUSINESS OUT OF BENEVOLENCE. 

Jane Eliza Foote has “ Missioner” printed 
on her cards, by virtue of which and her snow- 
white hair and a devout manner of speech, she 
has managed of late years to worry through life 
quite comfortably. She spends enough of her 
time among the poor in the up-town districts to 
become known to many of them by sight and 
to acquaint herself with their wants, and she 
has been often a visitor at the county institu- 


tions, especially at the almshouse and hospital. 
Her face thus became familiar to those in charge 
at such places. 

In these fields of benevolence she has from 
time to time encountered charitable individuals 
out on errands of mercy. Acquaintances thus 
made enabled her to unfold her modest ambi- 
tion, which was to take within her home the 
destitute, sick, and helpless. Whenever any one 
called bo her she was able to produce one or 
more of the beneficiaries of her small bounty. 
Visitors were impressed when they saw that, 
while she could afford only a tenement fiat of 
three or four rooms, she seemed always able to 
maintain one or two helpless persons. Her de- 
sires soon became known to quite a circle of 
charitable people and they sent her clothing, 
en and money. In that way she made a 

ving. 

Life might have gone on in this easy fashion 
but for Mrs. Foote’s temper. When she scolded 
or beat a child not her own loud enough for the 
whole house to hear it the neighbors talked 
among themselves about the kind of benevolence 
tnanifested. When she went out for a day and 
sometimes longer, leaving her helpless charges 
without food or tire, the neighbors became 
angry. Last week they complained, and on Tues- 
day, when Mrs. Foote returned to her tene- 
ment flat, at No. 2,812 Second-avenue, she 
found her rooms wnoceupied. A note awaited 
her, saying that Hattie Brice. 10 years old, one 
of her charges, would be taken to the Harlem 
Police Gourt the next morning by an officer of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren on an application to have the child taken 
from the “ missioner’s” care because of ill treat- 
ment. She was informed also that Martha 
Thompson, her other charge, an old woman sub- 
ject to epileptic fits, whom the “ missioner” 
vicked up at the Charity Hospital, might also be 
ound at court in the morning. 

The officer had found the woman and child 
locked in a room, cold and starving, while the 
“missioner” had been out all day, making “ col- 
lections” for her work. Both woman and child 
told pitiful stories of neglect and abuse. They 
had to do all the work of the house, and got only 
abuse forit. Rarely could they obtain anythin 
but crusts to eat, although Mrs. Foote manage 
to place appetizing dishes before herself. The 
neighbors detailed in court what they had seen 
and heard. . Hattie Brice’s mother came down 
from Yonkers, where she is a housekeeper, and 
explained that she had allowed Mrs. Foote to 
take her child,in the hope of getting her the 
nice home which Mrs. Foote promised. Mrs. 
Brice is a widow with several children. 

After two hearings, the second having been 

granted to allow Mrs, Foote to bring somebody 
to say that she was what she represented herself 
te be, Justice Patterson ordered that the child 
be placed in charge of the society, with the 
mother’s consent, until a suitable place could be 
found for it. The epileptic patient was sent 
back to Ward’s Island. On going to Mrs. Foote’s 
rooms afterward to get the child’s clothing the 
otficers found a quantity of other clothing and 
provisions, which had been sent to her for dis- 
tribution among the poor to whom she gave lodg- 
ing—she used aroom or so occasionally for a 
transient lodger—and to others. 
Inquiry was made on behalt of the society 
into her past. It appeared that she was not 
new at this business. She took children as a 
matter of business, and then half starved and 
beat them. Before taking her present rooms she 
lived in the same section on Fourth-avenue, 
where she annoyed the neighbors so much by 
her abuse of her helpless charges that the land- 
lord put herout. The Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children will see that she lets 
children alone hereafter.

William H. Newman, one of the most promi- 
nent members of the New-York Produce Exchange, 
died at No. 1,062 Fourth-avenue yesterday. Of late 
years he was a grain commission merchant at No. 67 
Exchange-place. He was prominent in mercantile 
circles before the New-York Commercial Associa- 
tion, of which he was an active organizer and to 
which he subscribed $5,000, was formed. In 1852 
he was at the head of tno largest commission busi- 
ness in Southern produce in the country, and soon 
afterward became one of the largest grain exporters. 
During the panic of 1857 he was one of the fow mer- 
chants able to sell his exchange, and as a natural re- 
sult became an extremely heavy dealer in flour and 
wheat for export. Mr. Newman was a memvber of 
the gratuity fund of the Produce Exchange.

PiTTsuuRrG, Jan. 11.—The action of the 
Vanderbilts in attempting to break the Lake 
Erie Trust deed is looked on by railroad men 
here as the first attempt to hand over that road 


to the Pennsylvania Road. Dr. Hostetter was 
seen to-night and said: 

“In 1877, when the road was first talked 
of, the Pittsburg people who subscribed want- 
ed .some assurance that the road would not be 
sold as soon as built.

It secure 
a my ogos | of the stock in trust, and gives d- 
rectly to Pittsburg four outof the five Trustees. 
Mr. Vanderbilt, as a favor, was granted the 
Eve of appointing his successor. 

y the terms of the trust deed the othor 
four Trustees must be from Pittsburg or 
directly interested in Pittsburg. No matter who 
own the majority of stock, this must be so. Mr. 
Vanderbilt knew all this when he entered into 
the agreement. This ought to be remembered. 
When Gen. Devereux died the Vanderbilts 
wanted President Newell elected in his place. 
Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt had succeed his father, 
and under the trust deed the Vanderbilts 
hed all the representation granted them 
by law. They claimed then that Gen. 
Devereux represented the Vanderbilt interests, 
but he was not elected as such a representative. 
Tundeastand that he represents the *‘ Nypano.’ 
For this reason I opposed the selection of Mr. 
Newell, 

It is true that the Vanierbilts own the major- 
ity of the trust stocks, and they secured it by 
buying the Oliver and the Economites stock. 
They also own a majority of the 
entire stock of the road. But 
the trust deed protects Pittsburg, and, as it has 
been running for nine years all rfght, I think it 
will not be broken. If itis there is still another 
ee ge and Pittsburg’s interests shall be pro- 
ected.

Vanderbilt then attempted to cumulate his 
trust stock on a candidate for Director, 
but the Judges refused to accept 
the stock, claiming that it had already been 
voted.

I claimed 
that they should stay with the company, but

Dr. Hostetter also said that if the other Pitts- 
burg Trustees voted for a Vanderbilt man as 
Devereux’s successor he would take the matter 
into court under the‘terms of the trust deed.

The presence of D. W. Caldwell, the Receiver 
of the New-York, Chicago and St. Louis (Nickel 
Plate) Railway, as well as that of Mr. Newell, 
gave credence to the rumors that the Vander- 
bilts were interested, and that the Board of 
Directors would represent the Vanderbilt party. 
The election indicates that both the Vander- 
bilt and Huntington interests are represented. 
It now .appears probable that the bulk of the 
heavy tonnage ot the Hocking Valley will be 
directed over the lines of the Vanderbilt system 
northand west, while the bridge over the Ohio 
River at Point Pleasant can be used by the 
Chesapeake and Ohio in connection with the 
Hocking Valley system.

The Southern Passenger Association held 
its adjourned annual meeting at the Hotel

Mississippi River, and north of Jack- 
sonville, Fla, being represented, except 
the Newport News and Mississippi Val- 
ley Road, (the Huntington ptr and the

miles, and make the association the strongest of 
its kind in the country in very many respects. 
Perfected thus the association is now able to put 
an end to the pernicious system of paying commis- 
sions to ticket agents to secure business, asystem 
which has resul‘ed in loss instead of profit to 
the roads paying them to scalvers. Commis- 
sions are now allowed to be paid only for tickets 
sold by roads to points where they meet with 
competition by water routes or other combina- 
tionj or rail routes not under the control of the 
association. 

Commissioner Mercer Slaughter was unani- 
mously re-elected Commissioner, and the old 
Auditing Committee was re-elected, these being 
the only officers of the association. The roads 
which were represented in the meeting yester- 
day were the Louisville and Nashville, the At- 
lantic Coast Line, the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia, the Carolina Central Railroad, 
the Cincinnati, New-Orleans and Texas Pacific, 
the Pennsylvania, the [Illinois Central, the 
Georgia, the Georgia Pacific, the  Rich- 
mond and Danville, the Rome, the Mobile and 
Ohio, the Charleston and Savannah, the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, the Port 
Royal and Augusta, the Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg and Potomac, the Savannah, Florida and 
Western, the South Carolina, the Atlanta and 
West Point, the Western, of Alabama, and the 
Western and Atlantic. 

The General Passenger Agents of these roads 
will meet to-day as a rate committee to adjust 
rates to and from some competing and internal 
points, where recent changes in local rates or 
hew competition have made such changes neces- 
sary. The business to be done will affect no 
»~oints to which there is through travel from the 
North ana West. 


READY TO CONSOLIDATE. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 11.—It is. an- 
nounced to-day that the Directors of the Cleve- 
land, Sandusky and Cincinnati, the Springfield 


and Columbus Road, and the Indiana, Blooming- 
ton and Western system have entered into an 
agreement for a consolidation uf the three 
reads into one general system, with the name 
of Columbus, Sandusky, Indianapolis and 
Western. it will iuclude 548 miles of road from 
Peoria to Sandusky, and from Columbus to 
Peoria. The agreement will be submitted to the 
stockholders, and cannot, consequently, go into 
effect before April or May. The new railway 
directory will consist of 13 members, 5 from 
the Cleveland, Sandusky and Cincinnati and 8 
from the Indiana, Bloomington and Western.

AE "10 EXPLOSION. 
NITRO-GLYCERINE QUICKLY DEMOLISHES 
A POWDER FACTORY. 


PriatrspurG, N. Y., Jan. 11.—The peo- 
ple of this village were startled at 8:45 o’clock 
this morning by a terrific report followed 
by long-continued, rumbling and the smasb- 
ing of windows. Fully 1,200 pounds of 
nitro-glyéerine were exploded at the Clinton 
Powder Company’s factory,a milé anda half 
from this place. The report was heard within a 


radius of 25 miles,and where the explosive 
stood there is now an immense excavation in the 
earth. The timbers of the building were com- 
pletely destroyed, so that hardly a trace 
of them can be found. No one was in 
the bnil at the time. The explosion was 
caused by the building taking fire from the 
smokestack of the boiler, and the employes, hay- 
ing a fair warning, left the building with 
gees rapidity. The boiler, which weighed 
hree tons, was found over 500 feet from 
the spot over which it stood before the 
explosion. The entire plant of the company was 
destroyed with the exception of the magazine, 
which contained a small quantity of dynamite, 
and which was situated 750 feet from the 
factory. The loss to the company will 
be about $8,000, and the damage to 
buildings in this village from the 
shock was extensive. Many of the smail 
windows were shattered, plate glass fronts 
broken, and chimneys tumbled down. The con- 
sternation caused throughout the village and 
vicinity was great, people rushing from their 
homes in terror, supposing that an earthquake 
was in progress, and it was some time before 
the women were induced to re-enter their homes. 
The shock was felt at Burlington, Vt., 20 miles 


away, and at Richmond, 30 miles southeast of 
Plattsburg.

RHE ANTE-ELECTION BARGAIN WITH 
THE BOSSES CARRIED OUT—ALDER-

President Henry R. Beekman, of the 
Board of Aldermen, yesterday reaped the fruits 
of his treacherous ante-election “deal” with 
Boss Croker and his unscrupulous colleagues 
in Tammany Hall.

EX-ALDERMAN ONEII’S TRIAL, 


THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY WILLING TO 
RECEIVE A PLEA OF GUILTY. 

Tf “‘ Honest” John O’Neil, whose trial for 
bribery is set down for Monday, is to be believed 
he will never plead guilty to the crime with 
which he is charged. He called on District At- 
torney Martine Monday and asked fora post- 
ponement of his trial, which was refused. Mr. 
Martine did not, as it has been asserted, directly 
suggest to him to plead guilty, but as a kind of 
a feeler he instanced the fact that McQuade, be- 
fore his trial, had intimated that he would plead 
were it made an object for him to do so. O'Neil 


thereupon said: “ Well, I never would publish 
my shame by pleading guilty. Iam not guilty, 
aud [ will never plead.” O'Neil expressed him- 
self as confident that MeQuade, notwithstanding 
his conviction, Was an innocent man. 

Mr. Martine said yesterday to a TIMES reporter 
that were O’Neil, or in fact any other of the in- 
dicted ex-Aldermen, to plead guilty he would 
urge that a very liberal reduction from the max- 
imum be made in imposing sentence. Such a 
plea, he said, would save the county a large 
amount of money, much trouble and time, and 
the man making it should receive some recom- 
pense. Especially in O’Neil’s case, were he to 
plead guilty, Mr. Martine said he would urge a re- 
duction as an inducement for the others to plead 
guilty. Mr. Martine said that he had not heard 
that O'Neil had as yet secured counsel, but he 
believed the trial would go on Monday, even if 
Judge Barrett had to assign counsel. If O'Neil 

‘should succeed in securing @ delay, however, the 
District Attorney said he would undoubtedly 
improve the time during the January term inthe 
trial of some other boodler. ; 

Rollin M. Squire called upon the District, At- 
torney again yesterday to urge that his bail be 
dispensed with and that he be released upon his 
own recognizance, and his request was denied. 
Squire then said that he would iike to have his 
trial begin soon if nothing better could be done. 
Mr. Martine said afterward that if Squire should 
be surrendered by his bondsmen, which he 
(Squire) feared, he thought that the best thing 
to do would be to try the ex-Commissioner at 
once.

POLICE RELIEF FUND. 


CAPT. HARTT’S WIDOW SUING THE 


TRUSTEES FOR &1,200. 

As a beneficiary of the Police Relief Fund, 
established under a legislative act of 1885, 
Mrs. Lauretta A. Hartt, widow of Capt. Jedediah 
Hartt, recently brought a suit to compel Super- 
intendent Murray and the other Trustees of the 
fund to pay her $1,200." The act of the 
Legislature provided that contributions to 
the fund should be made voluntarily by 


persons seeking to participate in its benefits. 
The Police Commissioners deducted $2 a month 
from the pay of each member of the police force: 
Some policemen objected, the courts decided 
that the practice of the Commissioners was im- 
roper, and the Trustees ceased to collect money 
or the fund in June last. _ 
They have since contemplated the distribution 
of the fund, amounting to about $85,000, among 
the contributors. Mrs. Hartt objects to this 
course on the ground that her husband contrib- 
uted voluntarily, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the act of 1885, and she had procured, 
through him, a vested interest in the fund. She 
has therefore brought her suit through Seward, 
Da Costa & Guthrie. The Trustees of the fund 
have answered that they were in doubt 
as ‘to their duty, and, for the pur- 
ose of having the rights of all parties 
n interest determined, they recently moved 
before Judge Van Brunt, in Supreme Court, 
Champers, that Mrs. Hartt be compelled to make 
all other persons interested in the fund in any 
way defendants in her action. The motion was 
denied yesterday on the ground that it woul 
result in overburdening Mrs. Hartt, and that 
the Trustees of the fund could put all the ques- 
tions in the way of definite settlement by bring- 
ing an omnibus action and in it procuring an 
injunction restraining the bringing of all other 
sults. 


CLERK AND MONEY GONE. 


DISAPPEARANCE OF LLOYD W. BINGHAM 
witH $700. 

Lloyd W. Bingham, a handsome young 
widower of 23 years, lived with his daughter 
and. his mother at the house of Dr. George 8. 
Little, No. 25 Duryea-street, Brooklyn, until 
Dec. 14, when he suddenly and mysteriously dis- 
appeared. On the night of Dec. 14 he had told 
Dr. Little that he was compelled to go out of 
town for a few days, but would be back before 
his mother returned from a week’s visit she was 


then making to Lakewood, N. J. After the lapse 
of two days young Bingham’s employers, Wood 
& Sellick, of No. 39 Jay-street, New-York, ap- 
peared at Dr. Little’s house and explained that 
their clerk had disappeared with $700 which he 
had collected for them. 

Mrs. Bingham was communicated with, and at 
once agreed to make good any shortage in her 
son’s accounts. He had caused her trouble be- 
fore, she explained, but not in a financial sense. 
At the age of 18 he had run off with aad married 
a schoolgirl of 16, and had concealed the fact 
from his family for two years. A little over a 
year ago his wife died, and since then his mother 
had cared for his child. Since his disappearance 
a thorough search has been made for Bingham, 
but without success. He has a brother on the 
police force in this city, and another in the 
Grand Central Station. They have traced him 
to a gambling saloon in Harlem, and on Dec. 16 
he was seen in Koster & Bial’s. Since then no 
one who knows him has set eyes on him. Mrs. 

Bingham has an idea that the unknown man 
who committed suicide by jumping off the bridge 
at Niagara Falls two weeks ago was her son.

SANITARY PRECAUTIONS ADVISED. 

Dr. James B. Taylor, Chief of the Fourth 
Sanitary Division, has made a report to the 
Board of Health on the present unusual mortal- 
ity from diphtheria and measles. He says 
that measles is a dangerous disease in cold 
weather, and that proper precautions are not 
taken as to isolation and disinfection, particu- 
larly in tenement houses. In regard to diph- 
theria there is an almost entire absence of prop- 
er sanitary precautions. The four pbysicians 
who obtained information on which the report is 
based stated that very frequently diphtheria is 
contracted in schools, public, parochial, and 
private, and in kindergartens. 

Dr. Taylor recommends that physicians imme- 
diately report all contagious diseases to the 
Health Department; that it be their duty to give 
instructions in sanitary precautions, and that 
children in infected families be quarantined 
until all danger of contagion is over. Persons 
having the care of such patients should be com- 
pelled to isolate them and to report the cases to 
the authorities, 

_Dr. Taylor also recommends the distribution of 
circulars containing the proposed amendments 
to the Sanitary Code; that proper recommenda- 
tions and advice be widely distributed, and that 
the public be better informed of the existence of 
the Willard Parker Hospital, where cases of 
measies and diphtheria are treated free by ex- 
perienced physicians,

THE CABLE POOL TO FIGHT 


AGAINST ‘THE WITHDRAWAL 
OF THE FRENCH LINE. 

THE MOTIVES AND PRETEXT FOR THE 
PROPOSED WITHDRAWAL—WHY THE 
POOL WILL RESIST. 

The last blow struck at cable monopoly, 
in the notice of the French Cable Company of its 
withdrawal from the pool, will be returned 
by the members of the pool, and the public will, 
no doubt, be invited to witness a great. struggle, 


in which money, power, and legal ingepuity will 
be employed without stint. 

Such a fight, of course, has much behind it 
that will not voluntarily be disclosed by either 
side. The French company want to withdraw, 
it says, because the new Minister of Posts and 
Telegraphs declares that the charter prohibits 
the company from entering a pool or other com- 
bination. This cannot be news to the Directors 
of the company. <A pool that included the 
French company was formed in 1877, another 
in 1880, and the present one, to run until 1912, 
was made in 1882. No objection was raised in 
any quarter to the contracts at the 
time they were made. But when the 
cut in rates was ordered, in the hope of 
freezing out the Commercial Cable Company, 
and when the young rival refused to die, but 
flourished under the attack, and when in con- 
sequence the Western Union was forced to dip 


into its treasury to make ends meets in its cable 
business then the French stockholders found 
fault with the pool. Their allotment of 124, per 
cent. of the pool’s business wouldn't pay their 
expenses. They had never reaped tremendous 
profits, but this was worse than nothing. Those 
who were most oppressed by the misfortune of 
being in the pool everhauled accounts and 
found thatif their cable should break—a thing 
liable to happen—they would be actually with- 
out means to repair it. 

While this agitation went on the company’s 
stock dro pert alarmingly in the Paris market. 
In June, 1885, a share was worth 300f. By Jan- 
uary, 1886, it had fallen to 200f.; last June the 
quotation stood at 175f.,and the year ended 
with the stock at 125f. ana falling. Then the 
stockholders decided that if they were to save 
anything it was time to break from the pool. 
Notice of withdrawal was accordingly sent to 
the pool office in London. The reason stated was 
that sneeeee by the Minister of Posts and Tel- 
egraphs. 

The pool managers did not parley with the 
French company, but employed eminent French 
lawyers to look into the question of the legality 
of a cable pool under the French law and the 
company’s charter. According to advices at the 
Western Union office, the French lawyers have 
reported that the pooling contract is valid and 
binding. That will be the issue in the coming 


fight. 

Vice-President Van Horn, of the Western 
Union Company, said yesterday thatif the con- 
tract was legal no effort would be spared to hold 
the French company toit. If it was illegal, the 
process that would release the French company 
from the pool would operate to prevent that 
company from pooling with the Commercial 
Cable Company. 

Fear of an opposition pool will be the controll- 
ing motive in the fight on the part of the Western 
Union and its allies. There are eight lines in 
the cable pool. If the French line were to be 
withdrawn the remaining seven would be en- 
titled to the 1215 per cent. of receipts allowed 
the French company. Under the losing business 
lately done that amount would be worth saving. 
But the pvol would rather run to loss for several 
years than to let the French. company have full 
swing as a rival. One rival, they think, has 
done enough mischief. The pool managers sus- 
pect that Messrs. Bennett and Mackay are 
prodding the French stockholders to cry that 
they are starving, and that the effort to break 
from the pool is a clever design on the part of 
these gentlemen, who are credited with having 
secured control of the stock, to use the French 
cable as a club with which to batter the pool. 
They think that the Commercial Company’s 
rates would be kept at 25 cents a word, the 
Commercial Company relying on public loyalty 
to support such rates, but that the French rates 
would be dropped below the pool charge of 12 
ceuts a word. ' 

Against this snpposed scheme to grind the pool 
between two millstones the opposition promises 
tobe flerce and lasting. There are physical as 
well as legal diificulties in the way of a break in 
the pool. On the poles of the French company 
from Cape Cod to New-York, by way of Boston, 
the Western Union Company has been allowed 
to string nine wires, the French company 
having two wires on the same poles. As these 
Western Union wires are among the busiest run- 
ning to Boston, there may be trouble in recov- 
ing possession of the poles. A cable man said 
yesterday that he should expect to see the 
French company denied the use of its own poles 
and wires if the effort to break the pool succeed- 
ed, Western Union ingenuity and chagrin being 
relied on to throw every obstacle in a rival’s 
way:

A PRETTY GAME SPOILED. 

The appointment of Collector Magone has 
apparently hada most depressing effect upon 
the importation of lumber from Maine. He 
noticed that Maine was shipping lumber in such 
quantities as could only mean one of two things 
~-that her forests were undergoing immediate 
destruction, or that her boundaries had become 
immensely enlarged. He ordered that all Maine 
lumber invoices should be strictly scrutinized, 


and not passed unless the consignees could prove 
that the lumber came from Maine. The result 
of such scrutiny has been a remarkable decrease 
in Maine shipments, and an equally remarkable 
increase in shipments of lumber from New- 
Brunswick. 

In the last six months of 1886 the shipments 
of lumber from Maine increased only 17 per 
cent. over the shipments for the same period of 
1885, and the shipment of Maine laths showed 
an increase of only 23 per cent. for the same pe- 
riod. Onthe other hand, shipments of lumber 
from New-Brunswick for the last six months of 
1886 increased 493 per cent., and of laths 123 
per cent., over those of the same period of 1885. 
The colored person in the woodpile had been dis- 
covered and had made tracks. 

Not? many years ago, when conscienceless 
New-Brunswickers desired to swindle their 
American neighbors out of the duty on lumber, 
they waited for a dark night. They had pre- 
viously moored their immense rafts on the New- 
Brunswick side of the St. Croix River. In the 
morning these rafts would be found securely 
moored on the American side of the river. The 
change from one side of the river tothe other 
meant shekels to the owner, and these shekels he 
took with much silent glee from the pockets of 
Uncle Sam. The scheme was discovered and for 
a time broken up, but was evidently in full 
swing again until Collector Magone put his feet 
on it.

The annual election of Trustees of New- 
York Bay Cemetery, about which there has been 
so much excitement and nota little scandal on 
account of the speculation of a Trustee in lots, 
took place yesterday atthe cemetery, on the 
outskirts of Jersey City. It resulted in the unan- 
imous election of the “regular” ticket. William 


Bumsted, George R. Hillier, Samuel Heming- 
way, James Dickson, Henry Steffens, James G. 
Hasking, Jacob Ringle, William Robertson, John 
E. Scott, Thomas W. Tilden, and Edward Hoos. 
About 1,100 ballots were cast, most of them by 
proxy. William P. Douglas, James Chapman, 
and Robert J. Dalton served as judges of election. 

Carl Meyer, of Talcott & Meyer, counsel for 
Miss Clara Buckmaster, whose ejectment suit 
against the Trustees for the possession of nearly 
1,000 cemetery lots awaits the decision of the 
New-Jersey Court of Errors and Appeals, was 
present to protect his client’s interests, and 
Harold G. Cortas, representing proxies friendly 
to the Buckmaster interest, was also on hand, 
ready to give any aid required of him. Both 
lawyers arrived after a long line of lot owners 
had formed, and as the polls closed before they 
had a chance to vote no one had voted on any of 
these lots. One vote was thrown out on this 
account. Mr. Meyer said that as the election 
seemed to be regular he didn’t care to provoke 
litigation over it, as he could afford to await the 
decision in the ejectment suit, which he felt 
confident would compel the Trustees to yield 
possession of the lots in dispute.

LEFT THEIR VESSEL ON A REEF. 

The steamship Barracouta, which arrived 
yesterday from the West Indies, brought as pas- 
sengers Capt. Dixon and the crew of the British 
brig Albion, which was wrecked on a reef near 
Santa Cruz, on Dec. 23. The Albion left Deme- 
rara in‘ballast for Porto Rico on Dec. 17. A hurri- 
cane set in five days later and the brig was driven 
outof hercourse.

Then the weather moderated 
and several boats manned by negroes came from 
the shore and rescued Capt. Dixon and his seven 
sailors.

THE FREE LIBRARY TO BE ESTABLISHED | The Waste of Over Six Years Repaired in 


REGARDLESS OF ANY LITIGATION. 


It is now authoritatively announced, in 
behalf of the heirs of Samuel J. Tilden who have 
begun the suit in equity for the purpose of ia- 
validating the clause in Mr. Tilden’s will cre- 
ating the Free Library Trust, (so called,) that 
even if the courts should decide that the attempt 


to create the trust was void and of no effect 
whatever, they will fully and faithfully carry 
out Mr. Tilden’s intentions and give to this city 
the largest and best free library in the world. 

A gentleman who holds the most confidential 
relations to Mrs. Pelton and the children of 
Henry Tilden, Samuel J. Tilden’s brother, said 
yesterday: “If people think that Mrs. Pelton 
and the other heirs have the slightest desire to 
wrevent the establishment of a free public 
ibrary as intended by Mr. Tilden, then they 
totally misconceive their purposes. They sim- 

ly wish to get for themselves afair share of 

ir. Tilden’s property, such as he had always led 
them to believe they should haye. 

“Mrs. Pelton now has the income of $100,000, 
and each of the children of Henry Tilden now 
has the income of $75,000—a smali sum, and by 
no means in accordance with the surroundings 
which they enjoyed during Samuel J. Tilden’s 
life. The annual income of $75,000 is only 
$2,250; ‘they had been brought up by Mr. Tilden 
to oa much more. By the request of Sam- 
uel J. Tilden his nephews assumed an indebted- 
ness created by the business of the chemical 
works at New-Lebanon, which he promised to 
take off their hands and pay himself. He never 
did; very likely on account of his invincible pro- 
pensity to delay. It now amounts to about 
$300,000, and the Tilden boys are staggering 
under the load, ‘Lhese things are not right, an 
the heirs feel that rectitication should be made. 

“The property available for the free library 
under the trust is about $15,000,000. There is 
no need of suchasum. Johu Jacob Astor gave 
$400,000 to establish the Astor Library. Let 
$1,000,000 aewee be given to Mrs. Pelton and 
the Tilden children, and there would still be 
$9,000,000 left for the library. No library in 
the world has anything like such an endow- 
ment.” 

“What are the prospects of a compromise ?” 
was asked. 

**T cannot tell you to-day. But I will say this: 
Since the Trustees have learned that the heirs do 
not desire to defeat Mr. Tilden’s wish to estab- 
lish a great free public library they are much 
more inclined to ‘do the fair thing’ than ever be- 
fore. Messrs, Carter and Ledyard, their lawyers, 
have until Feb, 5 to put in their answer to the 
complaint. After that the testimony must be 
taken oracase be made upon paper by agree- 
ment, so that some time must elapse before 
things will be ready for argument at the shortest. 
Before then you may expect to hear that an equi- 
table arrangement bas been made with the heirs. 
If none should be made and thecourts should de- 
clare the trust to be invalid, of course all the 
ety will be divided pro rata among the six 

eirs. In that event they will relinquish mill- 
ions enough to freely carry out Samuel J. Til- 
den’s grand and benevolent intentions in regard 
to the library.” 


MR. CRIMMINS’S PETITION. 


THE KIND FRIEND WHO TRIES TO HELP 
HIM KEEP HIS OFFICE. 

There has been a somewhat pardonable 
curiosity of late with respect to the means that 
were taken to obtain signatures to the petition 
asking Mayor Hewitt not to accept the resigna- 
tion of Park Commissioner John D. Crimmins. 
The latter resigned his place as a protest against 
charges against the Park Board made by Presi- 
dent Coleman, of the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments. Soon after the resignation was 
sent to the Mayor copies of a petition to Mayor 
Hewitt were sent to the newspapers from the 
offices of the Park Department, in which the 


signers requested the Mayor to retain Mr. Crim- 
mins in office. It has been openly charged that 
Mr. Crimmins circulated the petition in some 
quarters himself. 

It was discovered yesterday that he had a more 
active canvasser for names in the person of 
Lewis J. Phillips, a down-town real estate deal- 
er. In reference to the matter Mr. Phillips 
spoke as follows to a Times reporter: ‘I felt 
that it was my duty as a citizen to make some 
effort for the retention of John D. Crimmins in 
the place of Commissioner. Mr. Crimmins knew 
nothing of the petition until two days before it 
was handed to the Mayor, and I do not know 
now whether. if the petition were granted, Mr. 
Crimmins would accept the position again—that 
is, he has never said anything about it to me. We 
started the petition and obtained the various 
names both out of friendship for Mr. Crimmins 
and because we believed he was a faithful, effi- 
cient public servant. He has done more to im- 
prove the Park and the value of real estate in 
that neighborhood than any other person.” 

Russell Sage, whose name is on the petition, 
would not see a reporter yesterday afternoon, 
and Norvin Green, of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, whose name also appears, said 
that he did not wish to discuss the subject of the 
petition. 

Mr. Phillips has been somewhat well known 
at times in local political affairs. He was 
@ member of the local Republican organ- 
ization for several years before he was 
elected a member of the Board of Al- 
dermen seven or eight years ago. He repre- 
sented the Twentieth Assembly District, From 
being in the fur business, he, with his brother, 
drifted into the real estate business. In October, 
1884, when John J..O’Brien, the local Republican 
boss, and his district allies were looking for a 
“dummy” candidate for Mayor, they selected 
Mr. Philips and nominated him at the Repub- 
lican County Convention. The indignation 
of a large number of Republicans at 
the programme that had been mapped 
out by O’Brien and his people and probably a 
fear that he would be mercilessly slaughtered 
induced Mr. Phillips to withdraw, and ex-Sena- 
tor Frederick 8. Gibbs was nominated and 
slaughtered in his place. Mr. Phillips has since 
that time been in retirement so far as local 
political affairs are concerned.
